The Pzince Florendos encountred with Follane, and his 
bother Platir, with Attenebant, the Black Knight, whoſe va⸗ 
lour the one againft the other, was no leſs cheerful to the be- 
holders, then delightful to themſelves, Gracian aud Tragan- 
dor bake their Spears wich ſuch violence,that Þoxſe and Man 
were ſent to the ground, Berolde, Oaiſtalde, and Draraian, ran 
agaiuſt Truſiand, Clariball of Hungaria, and Emerold, the 
Fayre : but Fortune mas ſo averſe to the tha ſtrſt, that they 
were all diſmounted, and the Steve of Oniitald, had one of his 
foze legs haken. Next them, Don Roluel, Eſtrellant, and Bel- 
lizarr, received the County, Valerian, Archillagus, and his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Guendolin ; whoſe ffrength was far tw weak in reſiſtance, 
and therefoze bare diſhonour oth of the field; Fcanciao, Dri- 
dan, Tremoran, Germain of Orleance, aud Luyman of Bur- 
gondy, met joputlp with Crilpian of Macedon, Forvelant, and 
the ſtrong Elavian : pet all unhozſed, except Tremoran, whos 
kept his Saddle valiantly.

man (whd did his duty like a gd and vertudus Knight) was, 
leaſt the Princes Florendos and Albayzer, ſhould take any e- 
vil opinion of him. On the other ſide, the Knight of the paſſage 
thought on the bond; wherein the love of the Pꝛinceſſe Arnalte, 
had tyep him, who did the moze hearten and encourage him. 
Theſe two Knights confinned Combate ſo long, that being 
overcome with extream travel, they were conſtrained fo retire 
to take breath, the ſtrange Knight rejoycing thereat, began to 
uſe this language towards Floraman. J know ſir Rnight, that

time was ſo blazed, as it moved a general conſent of gladneſſe, 
not ſo much foz the recovery of the Caftles, as that they were 
won by the pzoweſle of the Pꝛince Florian. 

The god Ring Frederick, fox joy of this god hap, ſent Sit 
Pcidos, the Duke of Galles, in all ſped that might be, to ſcæ 
if he could met with his noble Nephew ; who taking a Gallep 
pꝛelent ly, in ſhozt time arrived in the Coaſfk of Ircland, not ves 
ry far from the Hermirs Cell. Where finding the P2ince, and 
declaring the ſumm of his meſfage, the Pꝛinte concluded to de⸗ 
part thence, notwithſtanding his wounds were not thozowly 
healed : {6 faking leave of the Gentle Hermit, and deſiring the 
other Knights to accompany him, they committed themſelves 
to the Seas, whereon they had not long ſailed, but they arrived 
at the City of London, thozow which they were honourablp 
tonducte d tothe Rings Palace. When tydings being come ts 
the King, fhatithey' were A”; in: the: Court, * 
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with his Son Don Edoard; he came to — 7 
ing his arms about the neck of Prince Florian, the: fears ran 
vow his White Beard, fox the inward jop he concgjuepat bis 
preſence : as fox his Father Don Edoard,he woulpngt:hide his 
earneſt affection, but welcomed his Son with very great kind, 
neſſe, and his Mother the Pzinceſſe Fleridapittyinghis hurts, 
but glad of his company, ſhewed her ſelf aloving- Mother unte 
him, and would not depart, day noz night krom him, till ſhe per: 
keived him to be thozowly recovered. - | 2} he | 06 
The King of England did very. honourably entertain the 
Rnights which came with his Rephew, and that he would ſhow 
he made eftimation of them, he accepted them into Dffires(ac- 
co2ding to their degreꝛs) in his Court, fo2 which great bounty, 
they witnelled themſelves not unthankful, but ſa behaved them- 

ſelves, as they did great credit to the Ring in his Court. 
PDuiince Florian being in gon eſtate of health, nes came un⸗ 
to the Engliſh Court, of the impziſonment of Ring. Polendos 
and his company, in the Court of the great. Tuxke, which un⸗ 
happy tydings moved the Ring: and his whole Court to great 
grief, conſidering withal the eftate-of ſozrow, wherein the Em- 
perour of Conſtantinople remained: and the moze extream did 
they take the cauſe, in reſpect of the ſmall hope was to be had of 
their liberty, in that the great Turke had wozu to put them all 
to death, except the Emperour would ſend him the Knight ⸗ who 
boldly carried away his Daughter Pꝛinceſſe Targiana, Theſe 
news coming to the ears ot Pꝛince Florian, he began to fall in: 
to theſe ſpœches. Far better it is foz me to go render my ſelk, 
and luer the extream rigour of that cruel Infidel, thenthat(foz 
me) fo many cod Rnicchts chould live in danger: fo ſœ ing by 
mp occaſton the cauſe did firſt ariſe, no: better mean to ſalve it 

up again then my ſelf; U 13363 di 
J tannot bel ve (ſaid Prince Don Edoatd) that the Turke 
is ſo fozgetful of himſelf, as to ſek the death of fo manp fo? ſo 
ſmall a matter, by reaſon Albay zer, (one of his own kindzed) 
ſhould then ffand in hazard of his life: but if it be as the repoꝛt 
| ot the Stkperoy to be careful in the kepiugof All 
bay zer to the end the ifeguard of his life might, 1 
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ther their liberty: whereto Pꝛince Florian thus replyed. Jam 
perſwaded god Father, that the Turk will hardly be removed 
from his determination, which maketh mee to miſ-donbt the 
ſafety of thoſe-Rutghts; the abſence sf whom (J am aſſured) fo 
grievouſly offendeth the god Emperoz that J am perfectly res 
ſolved to go aud comfozt him: confidering it is a part of duty 
on my behalf, not to be ſo far from him at this time, ſ&ing he 
is dep2ived of them that ſhould defend him, The aged King 
Frederick, his Father Don Edoard, noz his Mother the Pꝛin⸗ 
cefſe Flerida, could diCwade him from his determination, but 
contrary to their wills he departed from the Court, taking his 
journey toward Conſtantinople, being Armed after his accuſto- 
med manner, and bearing in his Shield his uſual deviſe, To 
the happy ſucceſſe which may fall to him, at this time wee in⸗ 
tend to leave him, becauſe we will return to Pꝛince Florendos, 
who by this time is near the Caſtle of the Gyant Almarol, hav⸗ 
ing in his journey done many noble deeds deſerving commenda- 
tion, but being rehearſed in the Engliſh Chzonicles, it would 
ſem impertinent fo rehearſe them here: nevertheleſſe, I mult 
needs tell pe, that Floraman Pzince of Sardign1a, in this jour⸗ 
ny atchieved very great renown;and ſo continued, till their arri⸗ 
val at the city ofRioclaro-which at this pꝛeſent is called amar. 

Florendos ſ&ing himſelf ſo ner the plate where he had ſpent 
a great time in languiſhing afftictions, entred into a thouſand i⸗ 
maginations withhimſelf, firſt; concerning the begining of his 
love, and then the happy continuance thereof, enfo2cedhim to a 
number of ſad conjectures, wherein he paſſed that night as qui- 
etly as he could. 

In the mozning they rid foward the Caftle of Almarol, when 
Aibayzer began to uſe ſome doubt of his entertain nent, in that 
he judged women were but ſlenderly acquainted with pitty, e- 
ſpecially he loked fo ſmal fa voz of Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, who 
was not fo cruel to ſtrangers, as to her deareſt and be beloved 
friends, Florendos had no ſener diſcovered the Tres:, which 
were-planted about the River Theſin, and the walls sf the Ca- 
ffle- of Almarol, but his heart was immeaſurably touchey with 
ſudden fear, remembꝛing hom many ſtozme her had indure d, = 
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the perils whereto her mult now render himſelf afreſh, a ſpecta- 
cle certainly of wonderful grief, wherein hee fomewhat bare the 
Pꝛince Albayzer company, who remembꝛing that hee was van- 
quiſhed, knew no other remedy foz himſelf,but to abide the mer-.

MMhen thep were come to the Caſtle, they found all the gates 
faſt locked, wherupon they went to the Tre where the Shields 
were hanging, where well beholding them all, Florendos at laſt 
eſpyed his own, at ſight whereof he ſecretly ſighed and imagi« 
ned how hee might bee ſufficiently thankkul to his Eſquire Ar- 
mello, who had (fince his departure) ſo well guarded it ; But in 
ſoth hee was not ſo much beholding to his Elquire as he did e- 
fem himſelf. becauſe Armello was faln amozous of Lardemia, 
the Damolel attending on the Pzinceſſe Miragarda, and ſtayed 
in that place tocontemplate the beauty of his beloved Miſtreſle, 
rather than foꝛ any care he had ot his Maſters ſhield and Armoz, 
fo2 hee was gone ſo far over⸗ſhwes in Love, as he had no other 
pleaſure than the remembzance of the damoſel, who tank great 
delight to le him lo grievoullp attatchevfoy love. 

Arme.lo was ſo ſet on fire in affection, as he could not know 
his Low and Maſter, and ſome other cauſe there was to hinder 
him in that he was diſcuiſed in black Armoꝛ, but when hee per- 
ceived Pꝛince Floraman and had ſen the Shield of the Pꝛin⸗ 
celle Miragarda,he pꝛeſently confectured, the black Kt. was his 
Loꝛd, Pꝛince Florendos, to whom he revecrently dzewner,uſing 
theſe ſperches: |

from him; who hath ſuch earneſt affection to do pou ſervice, and 
ſpecially having recovered ſo rare a Jewel, as is the Shield of 
fair Miragardazat whoſe command you departed from this place 
and well wo2thy is the to be impeached of high. ingratitude, if 
the ſhevld not nowfavourably entertain you, who have ſo nobly 
and wenthily deſerved. | | 
Florendos being not able to conceal himſelf any longer, open⸗ 
en hig helmet, and then imbꝛaced his Eſquire Armello, and de⸗ 
livered him the chield of Miragarda, to ſet in the place where it 
uſed to ſtand, befoze P2ince Albay zer ſo difcourteonſly twk it a- 
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wap, and bade him alſo take the ſhield ol Targiana; and ſet it at 
the feet ol the pourtraicure ol Miragarda, which did grie ve Al. 
bay zer to behold. : 

At length came fozthof the Caſtle the Giant Almarol, very 
well armed, and gallautly mounted on a white Tourſer, ſupps« 
ſing thele Pꝛintes came to demand the Juſt, but when he beheld 
the ſhield of Miragaida, in the place where it was wont to ber, 
being ſuddenly abaſhed, he knew not well what to ſay, At laſt 
he knew the Pꝛince Florcndos, by reaſon that he had lifted uy 
the beaver of his Helmet, whereupon he caſt his Lance to the 
ground, and with ſtretched out arms came and embzaced the 
Pꝛince Florendes entertaining him with theſe Wozds., 

IJ vid-alwaties perſwade my ſelf ( wozthily and renowned 
Paince Florendos) that pou would bꝛing to end that honourable 
exploit. which J now perceive you have happily atchieved, a de⸗ 
ſert ſo laudable and Ruightly, as the Pzinceſſe Miragarda can- 
not otherwiſe chuſe,but requite pou with better entertainment, 
then He hath done heretofo2e..-And if the continue her kozmer 
obſkinacy, and uſe not that gracious acceptation towards pou , 
which your nohleneſſe doth wozthilp merit, and her duty com⸗ 
mandeth che ſhould favour you withal, J will ſo ſhake the honoꝛ 
of her name with ſperches of impoztance, that the Moꝛid ſhall 
be gcquainted with her monfrous unkindneſſe, who J hope will 
bear mer company in jultly condemning her, that can affozd ſuch 
great difſopalty to ſo god a Knight. | 85 

Thus bzeaking off his ſpeches, and without ſtaping to hear 
the anſwer of the Prince, he pꝛeſently ran into the Caſtle, 
where he declared to the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, the noble and 
knightly return of her loyal Servant Florendos, which news 
enflamed her heart with unfpcakable joy, nevertheleſſe he diſ⸗ 
ſembled the matter in ſuch ſo2t as though he had made no ac- 
count thereof, whichthe Gyant perceiving, both how flender e- 
ſtimation He ſ&med to have of Florendos, as alſo of the woꝛthy 
bringing back again her Shield, being not able to with-hold 
his choller any longer, he began to touch her very higbly with 
the Pꝛincely ſervice of Florendos, hom fo her univerſal pꝛaiſe 
aud his own renown; he had witucfled the true teſtimony of an

When Albayzer was come befoze her, ſhe ftraitly charged 
him to go yield himſelf Pzifoner unto the Ring Recinde her 
eſpecial god Lo2d, and that he ſhould not fail to go thither, be- 
ciuſe he chould remain there as pꝛiſoner, unkil che great Turk 
had ſet at liberty the Ring Polendos with all his Knights: She

is heart, and ſuch countenance in geſture, as bewzayed the ex - 
tremity of his ſudden paſſions, 

A great while he {fwd rehearfing to himſelf, thoſe amozous 
conceits wherewith he was marvatlouſlp charged at laſt he deft- 
red Almacol to do him ſo much faveur, as to inireat Pꝛinceſſe 
Miragarda,that it might ſtand with her pleaſure, not to ſuffer 
the ſhield of his beſt beloved Targiana, to hang in the ranck a⸗ 
mong thoſe that were conquered, in reſpect ſhe had deſerved no 
ſuch dignity. But in no caſe would ſhe agree to this requeſt, 
ſohighly did ſhe ef@m her ſelf in Kperiozity , above all other 
Ladies, whereof Albayzer being certified, he departed in chol⸗

And this fozeſaid content (ould be very welcome to mee, i 
I were perſwaded that you tok delight therein, which hardly J 
can bel ve, in that mp long abſence in pour ſervice,and my pꝛe⸗ 
ſence now to offer you my duty, is not wozthy to be once laked 
on, this maketh me think, that you have committed mee to foz⸗ 
getfulneſſe'; therefozeJ account it as vain to mourn any longer 
ſeing the affection J have alwaies ſo faithfully bozn pou, is re- 
warded with ſuch an unkind recompence. While Pzince Flo- 
rendos continued this ſad diſcourſe, the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda ſes 
cretly beheld him at a chinck in the Window, koz it was her 
wont to ariſe very early in the moznings, to hear the pleaſant 
notes of the pzetty chirping birds, that would come and ſing in 
the Trees planted by the Rivers-ſive.

which was ſo ingeniouſly made, as there wanted nothing but

The two fozemoſt Knights came ſinging very pleaſantly , 
that the Pꝛince Florendos toł great delight: to hear them, and 
they accoꝛded in ſuch god mulick together, as the Pzince Flo- 
raman (who was very well ſen in that Art) commended it a: 
bove all that ever he heard in his life, ſo ſweetly did their voy- 
ces conſent together; beſide; the eccho of the Rider, the Tres 
and the Pountains,drd anſwer their notes ſo familiarly, that it 
was almoſt as commendable as an inſtrument, which the Pꝛin⸗

A will do my inde vour 
as becometh a god knight, on cmdition hee pzovoke mee not to 
do him moze injury than willingly J would; becauſe A fear the 
Lady which oweth this fair picture, would very ſeverely puniſh 
me, fot offering offence to any of her knights, as contrariwile, 
the will entertain them with lpeciall favour, that take upon 
them to enter thecombate foz her: to whom Pzince Floren- 
dos, thus replyev; +.

It were pitty Sir, to put vou foꝛth of ſo god a mind, ſe ing 
your ſtomach ſerveth ou lo well foꝛ the purpoſe, and becauſe J 
am ready pꝛovided foz the Juſt, I care not greatly to beſtow the 
bzeaking of a Lance oꝛ two on vou, and therefoze take the field 
at pour pleaſure, J will ſatisſie you in this requeſt. | 

With theſe wozds they parted fo fetch their courſe, and met 
together with ſuch koꝛce, that their Lances fle m up into the 
apꝛe in peces, and ſo paſſed on bzavely,not being any thing ſha- 
ken at the firſt encounter. The Gyant Al marol ſ&ing them de⸗ 
ſtitute ot Lances, cauſed ſome to be bzought fo2th of the caſtle, 


PAL Ind being dekivered to their Eſquires, they went and ſerved 
their Lozds, who valiantly met again to bzeak their Lances the 


ſecond time; but their encounter was ſo fozcible, that Pꝛince 
Florendos loſt one of his ftirrops,on which five he was in ſome 
danger, to habe faln.beſides his Hozſe, ; Nevertheleſſe, the Kt. 
in green armoꝛ meaſured his length on the ground, but he re- 
covered himſelf again quickl[p,and being out of meaſure diſplea⸗ 
ſed at his fall,dzew his Swozd, with theſe wozds :- - :

ſwered Pzincs Florendos) how theſe Gentlemen in your con- 
pany eſtæm of pour requeſt, becauſe J ſe them pzeparing them⸗ : 
ſelves to offer me the Juſt; therefoze let my intreaty at this 


time perſwade pou from this deſire,in that we ſhall have time 
enough to try our man-hod together, when you ſhall not think 
pour ſelf greatly advantaged, noz J find my ſelf overmuch ins 
jured. 

Thus concluding, he gave the ſpurs to his Hozſe,and ran con- 
ragiouſly againit the knight in the white armoz, mingled with 
Azure, who received him very bzavely, bꝛeaking their Lances 
with ſo great foꝛce, that Pꝛince Florendos loſt both his ſtiraps, 
but pet recoveredhimſelf well enough from the fall; as fo2 the 
other knight, the ſtrokes of the Pꝛince was ſo roughly given, 
that his Hozſe and he& fell down both together, end his Yozſe 
tumbling upon him, did ſomewhat hurt one of his leggs. 

When Florendos had pzovided himſelf of another Lance, he 
gave a ſign to the third Knight to encounter with him, which be 
perceiving, and being ſomewhat moved at the miſ-foztuneof 
his companions, kailed not to put himſelk upon the adventure, 
but ſuch was the courteous regard he had ok his fellows, at the 
firſt offer they miſſed in their mating, whereupon they tak the 
ſecond carier ſo woꝛthily againſt each other.as they byake their 
Lances bzavely, and paſſed on to a third encounter. Pꝛince Fo- 
raman and Almarol made great eſtimation of the noble beha⸗ 
viour of theſe thz& Knights, and likewiſe Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda 
did very much commend the noble exploits, which Florendos 
and the other Knights ſhewed in her p2eſence, but the Knight 


being deſirous to try the end ok his fo2tune. began to advance 


himſelf fozward, the like did Pꝛince Florendos, when they met 
together ſo conragioufy that the Knight was diſmounted tothe

Your language is accompanied with ſuch great honeſty and 
cour te ſie, and befide J ds eſteem thereof ſo well, as it would be 
a great blemiſh to mine honoz, ik J ſhould deny your Ruightly 
de ſire, fo alighting from his hozſe, he dzew his Swozd to enter 
the Combate, but the Knight which bare in his ſhield the de: 
vice of Apollo, ſteped between them after this ſazt, 

Noble Florendos, pou have god reaſon to content your ſelf 
with this victozp, in ſo much as pou have wan it of thole who 
are pour ſpecial friends, and we would have yau know, that we 
are not offended at our miſchance, being vanquiſhed by a Pzince 
of lo great and ſingular pꝛoweſſe. And that you map be the bet⸗ 
ter perſwaded of my wozds, pou ſhall underſtand, that he which 
is ſs earneſt in pꝛovoking you to the Combate, is pour deer 
friend Pꝛince Beroide, the other is pour own B2other Pzince 
Platir, who to their great pains (IJ thank them) have honoured 
me in travel with their wozthy compaup, as fo2 my ſelf, J am 
your humble ſcrvant the Sage Aliart of the Obſcure Valley, 
who had knowledge of you, as (on as J did ſ pou, vet would 7 
not make any ſhew thereof (being deſirous my ſelf to bee un⸗ 
known) to the end that the fair Pzinceſſe Miragarda might pet 
once moze behold your Rnightly valeur, and then fo eſt&m of 
vou accoꝛding to pour noble deſerts, 

Pꝛinte Florendos tak off hishelmet, and coming to the Sage 
Aliart, did embꝛace him very courteoufly , giving them to un- 
derſtand, he was heartily ſozry he had Juſted againſt his brother, 
and his other two dear friends, whom he ſpared not to entertain 
very graciouſly, and the like did Pꝛince Floraman, fo? that they 
had witneſled their friendſhip to him in divers places, ſo they 


ſitting down all-together, paſſed away the greatest part of the

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day) in rehearſing their manifold and knightly adventures , 
which they lengthened with large diſcourſe, becauſe thy would 
gladly get a ſight of the PzinceſſeMiragacda,who was lo dainty 
in ſhe wing her ſelf, as very ſeldome would fhe come to the open 
Window, but lwk koꝛth at ſome ſecret place; fo2 her greateſt 
felicity was, when ſhe ſaw the field dyed with the blod of thoſe, 
who came to contend fo? her ſingular beauty, in tryal whereof, 
He was not a little pꝛoud that the vico2y returned alwates to 
her, which made her take the greater delight, when ſhe percei⸗ 
ved the lives of them that tryed the Combats, to ſtand in tau- 
ger, which ſhe did oftentimes behold in ſundzy combates fought 
befo2e the Caſtle.

The Mariners were bzavely decked with the colours of 
their Lady Rhereot (J map lay to pou) they were not little 
p30ud, fo2 that in behaviour thep ſeemed lo pleaſant, s no accis 
dent whatſoever could have power to change them : and in theſe 
great ſhe ws of delight, they bzought their boats to the ſite of 
the Caſtle continuing this ſweet harmony, which by the Eccho

So the p2oceded on towards the Caſtle, Where in the Window 
(by reaſon of this ſudden adventure)the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda 
was very ſtately placed, befoze whom the ſhould have delivered 
her meſſage, but ſhe was mar vailouflp damped by the glimpſe 
of her ſingular beauty, which was an occaſion of her pauſing a

Here is declared what and who the Knight was, that came in 
the company of Princeſſe Arzalte,for what cauſe he and ſhe 
travelled to the Caſtle of Aimars!, Of the great entertain- 
ment which was made in the Court of the Emperour Palme- 
rin, at the arrival of 2 2 Princeſſe of Tbrace. ' 


Hat it chall not be much amiſſe ts let vou underffand, who 


the Ruight was, that came in company of Arnalte the 
_ Painceſſe of Nayarce, to; that (if occaſion ſerve)youmay have 
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the better knowledge of him hereafter, 
It is repoꝛted befoze in the firſt part of this Piſtozp, that 
Darpos the Duke of Normandy, the Son of Friſol Ring of 
Hungaria, had to iſſue two ſons, whereof ane was named Friſol 
after his Gzand-father, of whom mention is made many times 
in the Piftozy, and the other was called Dragolant, who ( fox 
that it is long time ſince he was repozted a Knight at arms) is 
nom the further out of remembzance, This Dragolant being a 
gallant poung Gentleman, and meetly endued with ſkrength to 
bear Armo}, beſide, the great fame of the noble exploits of his 
Father and Gzand⸗kather, did ſo imbolden him in couragious 
deſire, as he loathed to ſpend his life in caſe oz floathful idleneſs 
whereupon he left the place where he had been nouriſhed and 
bzought up addicting his mind to the ſearch of Knightly adven⸗ 
tures, foxcretting the Court of the Emperoz Palmerio, where 
fir the renowrof his deds,might have given the greater grace 
to his perſon, & | . 

In this haughty deſire, accompanied with one E ſquire to bear 
his Shield and Helmet, he twk his voyage towards the Realm 
of Spaine, being very earneſt in affection, to find the Caſtle of * 
the Giant Almarol, that he might aypꝛove his valour againſt 
the Knight that kept the Pzinceſſe Miragardaes Shield, but 
as he journied thitherward, he was conſtrained to paſſe thzough 
the Realmof Nayarre, where by chance he happened to the paſs 
ſage, which was guarded by the Pzinceſſe Arnalte's Knights, 
whereof two were vanquiſhed by his noble valour. 

Pꝛineeſſe Arnalte well noting his wozthy behaviour, as alſo 
that he was a bꝛave and luſty young callant;ſhe uſed ſuch friend:

The Pzinceffe recoived no\mal{ pleaſure at his happy chan⸗ 
tes, in that ſhe eff&emed ſo well thereof,as ſhe thought him woz- 
thy to peſſeſſe her love, which Dragolant-adviſedly pondering, 
frequented the Pꝛincelle with very amiable canditions, ſo that 
in ſhozt time they came to a City, ſtanding on the bancks of the 
River Theſin, which was two leagues from the Caſtle of the 
Gpant Almarol, where they ſtuyed fill they had pꝛovided two 
Boats to paſſe alongthe-River, wherein they came to the Ca⸗ 
ffle of Almarol, and Dragolant had the entertainment as pot:

nour, afteruiard he gave place to the Pꝛince Primaleon his

one of his Eſquires unto him, who being come befoze the Ems

My gracious Loꝛd, the Rnight whom you behold under von- 
der Oake, is ſurpʒized with a marvailous earneſt dcfire to try: ⸗ 
gainſt theſe knights of pour Court, the renowned valour, which 
hath ben ſo much repozted of them though the whole Tozld, 
and he willed mee to certifie pou, that it is a long time ſince he 
bare Armoz, oz followed any Rnightly adventure, therefoz2 he 
would now gladly make pꝛut of the god opinion he holdeth of 
himſelf, and becauſe he might the better ſped in his purpoſe, 
and not be denyed in his honeft requeſt, he is determined this 
day to guard this paſſage,not doubting but he ſhall defend him.

The Emperoꝛ was ſo joyful at theſe tydings, es might be, 
and the rather he would conſent to the Knights requeſt, foꝛ that 
it was a mean whereby the Pꝛinceſſe Leonarda might receive 
ſome pleaſure : conſidered alſo, that it did very well like him, 
becauſe ſhe Hould perceive the noble valoꝛ and pꝛoweſſe of the 
Knights that remained with him in his Court, and having opi⸗ 
nion, that the Knight which had enterp2ized to guard the Pal. 
lage, was one well ſen in haughty exerciſes, he returned the

Knight: but 
his fo2tune was ſo far contrary, as he was pꝛeſently diſmounted 
from his Hozſe, having nothing at all moved the Knight that 
kept the Pallage: wherenpon Friſoll courbed his Lance againſt 
the ſtrange Knight, who cauſed him to bear Reccamon compa:

Then when he ſaw, that all the Knights of the Emperours 
Court were vanquiſhed, he likted up his Helmet, and came unto 
the Emperoz, befoꝛe whom he fell on his knees to kifſe his Ma⸗ 
teſties hand: but when the Emperoꝛz perceived, that the Knight 
who had fo hardily kept the paſſage ,. was his Nephew Pꝛince 
Florian of the Forreſt, he was then as joyful sf his happy vico- 
ry, as befs2e he was agreeved to ſë his Knights ſo vanquiſhed ;

A F ter the Juſts were ended, which the noble and valiant 
Pꝛince Florian had enterp2ized in guarding the paſſage, 
the Emperour deſirous to make known to the Pꝛinceſſe Leo- 
narda,the magnificent entertainment he could affo2d her in his 
Court, ſet fozwards on his wap towards Conſtantinople, the 
Pꝛinces, Primaleon and Florian of the Forreſt, leading the way 
very bꝛavely, as hardy Champions to re ſiſt any dangerous ad- 
venture, that might fozbin them the entrance into the City. 
When they were come into the City, they were received by 
the people marvellous triumphantly, who had pꝛepared Scaf- 
folds,and Theatres, whereon was pzelented many ſtrange Hi⸗ 
ſtozies and rare inventions, foz the entertainment cf the young 
Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, as alſo to delight the aged Emperoz, which 
albeit he was indifferently contented withall. yet there remai- 
ned an eſpecial cauſe. of grief on his ſtomach. to wit. the impyt- 
ſoument of Ring Polendos, and the noble Pꝛinces in bis coms 
pany, Belgar, and divers other app2oved Knights at Arms. rid 
on haſtilp to the Palace, to advertiſe the Gmpzeſſe,# the Pzin - 
ceſſes Gridonia and Polinarda, of the coming. of Lconarda the 
Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, who came on fot a pꝛetty way from the 
Palace, where they met the Pꝛinceſſe, whom they failed not to 
entertain with very gracious courteſte, whereat the Pꝛinceſſe 
received great contentation, thinking that they which received 
her with ſuch great eſtimation at her firſt arrival, mould conti⸗ 
nue her in favourable judgement while ſhe ſtayed there.

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After khe Empꝛelle and Gridonia had ended their loving ſa- 
lutations, Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda did next advance her ſelf, ſhew⸗ 
ing very Pꝛincely and amiable geſtures of courteſie towards 
Pꝛinceſſe Leonarda, whoſe beauty ſhe judged wozthy of great 
commendation: foz J aſſure pou, whoſoever did indifferently be: 
hold theſe two Ladies together, could hardly judge which ſur: 
mounted the other in beauty, 

The Pꝛinceſle Polinarda, adviſedly marking the divine face 
of fair Leonarda, began to grow in great opinion of favour to: 
wards Pꝛ. Palmerin, commending marvellouſly his ſkapedneſle 
and juſtneſſe in fidelity, in that he would not fo2get his lopalty 
toher, having offered him ſuch an eſpeciall Treaſure, as was 
the Pꝛinceſle Leonarda, and fo2 whom he had ſuffered ſo great 
— and travell, yet could not be perſwaded to accept her in 
choyce, | 

Theſe two fair and beautiful Ladies,holdiug one another fa- 

miliarly by the hand,followed the Empzeſſe into her Chamber, 
Where her ſeif, Gridonia, and the other Ladies ſate down, to 
contemplate the ſweet and delicate faces of theſe two Pꝛincel⸗ 
ſes. Florian was no ſener entred into the Chamber, but he hum: 
bled himſelf to kiſſe the Empzeſſes hand, who embzaced him ve: 
ry lovingly a great many times, in that ſhe had been moꝛe affec⸗ 
tionate to his Mother the Pꝛincelle Flerida,than to all the reſt 
of her Childzen, in reſpec of whom ſhe received marvellous con 
tentment, to behold her Son Pꝛince Florianof the Forreſt, who

committed : To which wozds, the Pꝛince thus replyed, 

J would that Foztune would make ſo god account of mee, as 
that the Pzinceſſe of Thrace would abaſe her ſelf ſo much, to 
take in god part my ſimple ſervice, ik I might attain to ſo great 
happinelle, that aup ded in me, might deſerve the god liking 
of ſuch a gracious Pꝛinceſſe, J ſhould think my ſelf. the moſt 
Foxtunate under Heaven,and that no hazard could be ſo dange⸗ 
rous, as J would not fox her ſake eaſily overcome, 

Wherefoze (fair Wadam, ) J heartily deſire pou, that you 
would p2rſwade the Pzinceſſe Leonarda, ts accept me as her 
Rnightly ſervant, which honour if ſhe do affozy mee; the eſti⸗ 
mation J ſhould account of my ſelf would be ſuch, as (my heart 
being encouraged by ſuch a laudable cauſe) J ſhould wozthily 
finiſh any adventure, which might like her to employ mie in; the 
Pꝛinceſſe Po ĩnarda, returned him this anſwer. |

Polinarda contented her ſelf very well with the Gentle an- 

ſwer of the fair Pꝛinceſſe Lconarda, as well to be reſolved of 
the ſpecial entertainment, which che gave to her noble Couzen 
Florian, as alſo to remove the ſuſpition ſhe had of her ſingular 
beau! p, fearing leaſt her moſt favoured friend Pꝛince Palme- 
rin of Eigland, ſhould fall in auy liking to match with her, be⸗ 
cauſe te reſerved him altogether fo2 her ſemly ſelf, 
The Pꝛince Florian was not a little pꝛoud of his gad koz⸗ 
tune, and the Emperoz would have called him fo him, but that 
he ſaw how familiar the two Pzinceſſes were in talk with him, 
whereupon he determined (if god hap would permit) to make

The Emperoz perceiving; his Nephew in lo great choller, 
touched him with the Stepter which he held in his hand, to the 
end he ſhould p2oced no further, and he was ſomewhat inwardly 
offeuded, that he gave ſuch hard and rough ſpeches; but never⸗ 
thelelſe,he emed well of his god counſel, which to maintain

Albayzer, this requeſt is but lawful, and J 
pꝛomiſe on my honoꝛ to perfoꝛm it. But if he doubt ot faithfull 
dealing herein, J will give him a pledge of aſlurance, his own 
Daughter Pꝛinceſſe Targiana, who J am ſure, will make ans 
ſwer fo} me, as well koꝛ the perfect knowledge the hath of my ſi⸗ 
delity, as alla the deſire ſhe hath to recover home her husband ; 
the Ambaſſadoz ſtanding a while muſing; at laſt replyed thus to 
the Emperoz.

am ſuddainly bought. Theſe heavy and ſadd ſpæches, he ac⸗ 
companted with ſuch abundance ok tears, as hee moved the 
heart of the Emperoꝛ to great compaſſion Then pauſing a 
pꝛetty ſpace, with a dp and dolozous ſigh, be began thus. A - 
moſt humbly beſ&ch pour Majeſty, that you would at this time 
comkoꝛt me with pour gracious aid, to revenge the injury that is 
extreamly offered mee, which in {oth is ſo great and grievous, 
and committed. by ſuch perſonages, as J cannot-repozt the 
ſumm thereof” without. exceMng\fozrow, which might much of- 
fend pour Highneſfe. Wherefp2ez A Nay you to beſfow on mer 
ſuch a Knight, on whole gad Foztune J map live in ſome hope 
of eaſe, and J will bzing him into the place where he may at- 
thie ve ſuch rare Neno wn, as in all his like time he can never 
attain the like: to which.wozds the Twperoz replyed thus. 
Albeit in ſuch perillaus affairs, it is not neceſſary.to ſend a 
Knight, without J were firſt acquainted with the caule, yet ſuch 
is the great and excteding pitty, which J take to ſe pour grie⸗ 
vous ſighs and manifold tears, as J muff needs conſent to pour 
requeſt: but it were a great diſcredit; to vou, that in a man of 
ſuch an ancient and godly time (as you are) there ſhould be kound 
Foꝛgery oꝛ deceitful dealing, which my god opinion will not 
ſuffer mee to judge ſo ok you, And this Knight which pou ſee 
ſtanding by mer is called the Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt: al:

When the Emperoz ſaw his Court left deſolate (in a man- 
ner) of the nsble Knights that was wont to keep him company 
? fortird himſelf very grievouſly/ perturbed. in mind, fearing 
eaſt ſee finifter chanceHouldhappen to:hisNephew Florian, 
who rode on ſtill in the compartyof his aged guide, without reft- 
ing in any pace, till the next day in the mozning. when of ne-

had the eharge thereof, to paſſe over, uit ſcant ly had he attain- 
ed the middle of the Water ; when ſundenly ſuch a black and ug⸗ 
ly cloud overſhadowed him, as the aged man and the Eſquire 
(being on land) han laſt the ſight of him, which: when the ED 
quire Perceived he was a bgut to Trap intu the Mater to follom 
vis Lozy; but as he was in this: deſperate intent. hee eſpyed a 
great Pill:{uppenly befoze him, which would not ſuffer him to

value than it is, I would hazard it in any extream perill, which 
your ExceUency dia think well of to command me. 

The Damoſel (who was not accuſtomed to be entertained 
with ſuch Courtly language)p2eſently returned him this reply, 
I thank you Sir foꝛ pour friendly offer, and I pꝛay you make a 
god ſupper to night, that vou may in better quietneſſe of minde 
take your reſt, and to mozrow mo2ning we will diſcourſe of what

The knight of the Savage man remained greatly contented 
hoping ts ſpeed ſo well in the favour of the Da moſel, as further 
cauſes of 'friendſhip ſhould ariſe between them, it may bee hee 
thoucht-toſped'ſs well with her, as he did with the Damoſel 
which the Hermit rebuked him fo2, but- what have J to do with 
his ſecret intent ⸗The Pꝛinee in his chamber ſate down to ſup⸗

thall want to grace the matter. J will earneſtly requeſt of his 
Majeſty, that it map be his pleaſure to ſucceur mee in affairs of 
great impoztance, whereout it is impoſſible fo2 me fo eſcape

Put P2ince 
Palmerin perceiving his th friends had witten their minds 
to them they beſt thought on, he was ſo2ry he had not done as 
much; Nevertheleſſe, he thought it not fit he ſhould venture ſs 
—_ to commit his ſecrets to any one elſe, ſave onlyhisfrieny

Then to dzive phancies out of his minde, he deſired his thz& 
friends to bear him c in viliting the Ille, whereto they 
willingly conſented; And Argentao cauſed two of the Giants

— Lozds of the Alland bare them company, in rising about the

- After they had ſen the molt part ot the Profound 1ſk, they 
came to another, which was called the Perillous Ille, being ve- 
ry well peopled,and foztifped with a number af godly Towns, 
and Caſtles of no ſmall Riches, that the Nobleft Pxinee in the 


wo2ldcould not wiſh fo2 a mozeUtately Government, Argentao 
who was very well acquainted with'the cuſfoms aud [manners 
of that Jfland, gave them to underſtand the rare fingularities 
thereof, deſiring them not to think it range / that they ſaw the 
people ſo ſtant, and they fhat were there, ſofearfull, fo2 it was 
the extream cruelty of the Giant'Bravorant, that made them 
kozſake their houſes, loking every hour when they when lo be put 


to the Swozd. | 
Theſe Knights recefved creat pleaſure in beholving theſe . 
two Iflands.and ſo they rowed about till the next vaymozning, + 
when they came to the place (as pon ——— part 
df this Ditto) where Palmerin went on thoze ko end acftrange - 
adventure there they Landed, and mounted on their Dojles to 
get upon the high Nock, but the wap was fo narrow, and the 
Rock ſo ſtee p, as they were kain to tight again, aud giving their 
hoſes ts A Elquires, they went up the Rockon kot, after 
one anotyer, _ .

But bekoze they were come tothe: place where Palmerin 
kound the Monument, with — = 
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Take heed thou paſſe no further: they were ſo weary as they 
wert glad to mount on their Pozſes again, and ſo in ſhoꝛzt time 
they attained the top of the Rock, where they reſted themſelves, 
being abaſhed to ſe ſuch a huge Mountain. But when Argen- 
tao and the ther Knights were come to the Fountain, they had 
then a greater cauſe of aſtoniſhment, then any they had ſeen as 
yet, fo2 there they ſaw monſtruous huge Beaſts like unto them 
which Palmerinflew, when they would not ſuffer him to dzink 
ok the Mater 3 and J alſure you, that theſe Beaſts were ſo cun⸗ 
ningly and artificially framed, as one would have judged them 
to be alive, they made ſuch a vigozous and fearful ſew, being 
chatted by the necks with the ſelf ſame chains as they were, 
whom Palmerin by his noble valour diſcomfited, This rare and 
ingenious figure declared, what great ſtudy and pꝛattiſe Urgan- 
da tompaſſed, to leave ſuch a ſtrange evifice in remembzance of 
her knowledge. 

Palmerin ting this rare monument to ſurpaſſe all that ever 
he had ſen befoze, ſuſpected that the Sage Aliact had done it by 
dis Art; tocauſe them wonder at it. Wherefoze he deſired that 
he would ſatisfie him whether it be ſo oz no, the Sage Aliart 
made him this anſwer, : 

-" PyLozd.the which invented the adventure of this Fountain, 
did will, that he which was ſo happy to atchieve the honour 
thereof, ſhould be recompenced accoꝛzding to his wozthp deſerts : 
and to leave to all poſferities a perpetual remembzance of him, 
the ozdatnedthat theſe cruel beaſts which are framedin the nas 

tural ſhapes of them which-you flew, ſhould remain fill in this 

place, to the end that they which chance to come intothisyfland, 
map render continual laud and commendation to your wozthy 

V2oweſlſe, Pet thinking this not ſufficient enough to pour 

pꝛaile, he cauſed to be erected the poꝛtraitures of thoſe knights 

which belonged to the Enchantrelſe Eucropa , and wham pou 
wozthily bꝛought under pour obeyſance, they being lively carv⸗ 
ed in Marble, of the ſame height and pꝛopoꝛtion as they were: 
and here they are figured defending their Shields, which york 
may pet {2 hanging on their ſeveral Pillars, even in the ſame 
manner as they were, when pon fought fo2 them bekoze this

rin, I will pet ſ& further into this adventure. With theſe wozds 
he appꝛoached to the fountain, and having dzunk of the water, 
- commended the ſwertneſſe thereof above all other Waters, 
Argentao, and they of the Protound Iſle, did greatly marvel 
to ſe ſuch ſtrange ſights; in like manner did Platir and Berolde, 
albeit they were god and hardy Knights, pet did they admire 
with the other foꝛ company,extolling his haughty and noble pꝛo⸗ 
weſſe, who (by his famous conqueſt) bzought the Ffland to ber 
mhabited.

After they had a long time diſcourſed of the ſingularity of this 
Fountain; thep twk their wap to the Caſtle. where hard by the

Knights, and there ftwd the images of the Knights in Columbs 
of Marble, having the like Armoz and Shields as the living

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Palmer in was as greatly amazed at the ſight hereof,as he was 
the ſame day he appꝛoved the adventure, and while the knights 
tok pleaſure to behold this ffrange Monument, he perceived 
to come over the B2idge an Gſquire, who was ſent —— by 
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Satraford the. Governoz of the Caſtle:the Eſquire-had no ſwner- 
ſeen the Rt. of the Tiger, but he p2eſently returned into the Ca- 
ſtle, to give his Walter ts underſtand that theLo2d of the A ſland 
was arrived there: whereupon, Sacra: ord came fozth to receive“ 
him,and with humility conducted him into the Caſtle, wherein 
they were no ſoner entred, but Piacir began after this manner. 

Pe thinks the ſtrange ſights of this Countrep, is far con⸗ 
trary to them in all other parts of the TWozld, in that theſe moe 
tions ſhew the great danger of the adventures-pailed, and the 
bzavery of this Caſtle doth evidently witneſſe,that the skill and 
knowledge of the Sage Urganda, ought to be eſtemed above 
all other, Pꝛince Platir could not chule but marvel very much, 
ſzing the ſundzy rare monuments , which the Sage Urganda 
had ereced in that place, where ſhe made her continual abiding, 
becauſe ſhe would alwaies aid thoke whom ſhe made account of 
fox her ſpecial friends, as vou may read at large in the bok of 
the valiant Amadis of Gaule. But to come again to our fozmer 
purpoſe, theſe Rnights having ſeen the lower parts of the Ca- 
ſtle, at laft came to the place where Palmerin of England (in 
times paſt) found the Gpant.Demercalz. the ſight hereof cauſed 
them to paſſe on further, andafter they tame to the black river, 
wherein the malicious Eucropa caſt her ſelf- when the Pzince 
Palmerin tuk her by the hand being on the planke, which was 
ſo dangerous, the ſight of this perillous adventure, made them 
fozget all the bꝛavery they had lern befoze..

Then he left Silvian aud came again to his friends and com · 
pant9ns, ſpeaking to them in this ozder, 2 pꝛay you mp friends 
to foꝛſake this place. which doth nothing elſe but trouble your: 

thoughts with ſilent vexations of grief, thinking on things of 
ſo ſmall impoztance : fo2 mee thinks Sarraford ſaith, it is time 
that we go to ſupper. ; 

At theſe wozds the Knights departed thence» — 
bighly the valour of the Knight of the Tiger, and Satraford. 
bzought them into a fair great Chamber, the Wwvows there- 
of being over a fair Garden verp thick beſet with tres, anda 
pꝛetty ſmall River . his conrfe thoꝛow it. In this place 
the Knights were fet at ſupper, - ſerved with kach great 
pompe and ſtate, as there wanted n that could be deviſed, 
and Satraford being deſirous to witneſſe their great welcome 
into the Perilous Iſſe, ſhewed himfelf ſurpaſing- bountifal; and 
beſide, he was ſo glad ot the pꝛelente of the noble Palmerin of 
England, as he ſpared no travel to purchaſe thoſe things that 
might yield him contentation. 2 | 

All Supper time they velightedthemſelves in pleaſant di 
courſes, untill the Tables being with-dzawn, they aroſe, with 
courteſie one to another, and then Satraford bzought each of 
them into his Chamber, which were hanged with rich cloathes 
of Tapeſtry, that the Enchantreſſe Eutropa and the Gyant 
Dramuſiand hadleft there, becauſe the houſe ſhould be necked 
at all times, that when any of his friends came then might habe

In the Garden there ſtod a god⸗ 
ly Cifterne, to receive the Water that fell when it rained, and 
from it by pipes and other-devices, the Mat er was conveyed 
into all the neceſſary Romes in the ; this Ciſterne was 
incloled round about with Chziſtal, and bound with bars of fil- 
ver, marvellonſlp beautifull.” Theſe Knights could not ſuf: 
ficiently content their eyes with the diverſity of bꝛave deviles as 
bout the Caffle, and ſo long they walked till a meſſenger came 
aud called them to dinner, when, though they were loath to go 
ſoſon in again, yet (remembzing their courteous Hoft) they 
went pꝛeſeutiy.

This news did \s amaze the Knights, that they ſtarted up 
p2eſently,and armed themſelves, and coming into the Garden, 
they found in the midſt thereof, the ſtately Lodging that Satra-; 
ford had declared to them. The wozkmanſhip whereoff#med 
miraculous, the walls being of Marble, and ſo ingenionſly built, 

as it is unpoſſible to find the like. 
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The coverture of the houſe was of Azure one, that with the 
glimple of the Sun did fhine ſo bzavelp, as greatly delighted the 


Knights to behold. On the topof the houſe ffoda Pillar of ſil; 
der, ok a great bigneſſe,and there leaned againſt it a fair Table, 
compaſſed with exquiſite devices of Art; Dn the higheſt part 

. thereof was figured the Heavens, and the ſeven Planets lively 
pictured therein, Mercury being Lozd as then, who was attired 
in ancient habit, that thep of old time did repozt him to wear:m 
the midſt of the Table was pictured Hercules,tearing in pieces 
the Theef Cacus. : 

At the four coꝛners of this houſe was four godly Trees,that 
wers julf of the height of the houſe, and their bzanches ſpꝛead⸗ 
ing bzavely all abzoad: and roundabout the houſe-was-Glaſſe 
windows of marvellous coſtlineſſe, that gave light plentifully 
into all places of the ſame, the glaſſe having ſuch ancient Hiſto⸗ 
ries figured in gold on it, that the Knights could noflokſo much 
as they liked, which made Platir to ſpeak thus: It ſhould ſem 
Urganda made this her tudy, and delighted to deck it ſo bꝛave⸗

if we ſer any danger. Pz. Platir, hearing the wozds ot Palmerin 
would not trifle any longet time, but having dzawn his Swoꝛzd, 
andbuckled on his Sherlo, he went on nobly againſt the Giants, 
who taking their Mares in their hands, pꝛepared themſelves to 
receive i Platir, anꝝ when he had let his fest an the firſt ſtep, 
which was not paſt the height ot one cubit, one of the Siants caſt 
his Mate to the ground; and coming t wo paces oz ward, as if he 
had bern a living body, twk Pzince Platir in his arms, and having 
thꝛown him down the two ſteps to the ground, returned again 
to his dompauion : 
Platir beinq great ty offended to ſe himſe it ſo uſed, came and 
made a ſecondaſlault, but he was ſer ded as he was befoze. This 
Pꝛince Berolde beholding, he went and tryed his fortune, but

Palmerin being grie ved to ſe& his friends ſo abuſed, deſtredto 
revenge thisfpiteful injury, and ſo advanced himſelk fo try the 
adventure, not knowing whether the Sage Aliart would hazard

Pꝛince, knowing the adventure was not reſerved foz him, and 


making no account to bear his friends company in their fople, 
therekoꝛe he went to it \miling; but the Siants ſhewed him fo 
much ka voter as they did but thzuſt him fozth again, becauſe an i⸗ 
mage ot Gold ( which ſtarrat the do within ) cryed out aloud thus 
Take heed yea ſuffer not the Sorcerer to enter the Chamber 
where my Treafure lies, becauſe he is not worthy.

The cove- 
rings of theſe boks were ctoath of gold, having at everpcozner 
placed pꝛetious ſtones of — dalue: but the Riches of 
this Chamber might not compare to the next the walls ol — 
was round a bott decked with coſtly pictures uf La 
ing moſt rare and ſingular beauty they being all in ſuch Robes 
and deviſes of Apparel, as one would have judged:them living 
creatures, ſuch was the rare invention of Art, veffoweb ontheſe 
Ams ges, 02 Godveſſes, and diverpother beautiful Ladies. Che

rp great romitenvation; GW that their Ladies were — 
. pzeſen 
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pꝛeſent fo [& ſuch nate and ſumptuous monuments ; and they 
judged that the light of thele e as well con⸗ 
tent their eyes, as though they had lu their beſt be loved La- 
dies. being the better put in mind of them by theſe ſ@melp 
cbanotus. All along one part of this Chamber, was the poz- 
traits of (ach Rings guyQueus,as lived in the time of this Sage 
. Wagitiau Uganda, her own picture being likewiſe in the mid 
of them, lþe ſitting in a chair of gold, having her bok lying befo2e 
ber,whereon ſhe made ſemblance as though the reap, On the 
right fide of her counterfeit was placed Ociana the daughter of 
K. Liſuarr,K, of great Brittaiu, and on the other ſide was Brio- 
lania the Quen of Sobradiſa: then Leonorina, the Pꝛinceſſe 
of Conſtantinople, and with her the two fair Pzinceſſes Melicia 
am Olenda, each of them having their names impoſed under 
them in letters of gold. And ſuch was the rare beauty of theſe 
Ladies which Þ have here named, as not one of them was exalt- 
en above the other. but all of them equal together: which maketh 
me to think.that they which raignes,and had the commendation 
of beauty in the time of the valiant king Amadis, had wozthily 
the praiſe is uſed of them, and their knights gained immoztal 
renown in avventring fo} them. In another place was to be 
ſen Yſcul; the fair Genevera Queen to Ring Arthur, and 
kriend to Sir Launcelot du Lake : V ſeul with the white hands, 
was accompanied with many beautifal Ladies, which ſometime 
ſluuriſhen in great Britt ain, and of her Dcacando was ſtudious 
to leave moſt worthy repozt, becauſe {he was highly eſtermed 
of him, In another place ſtad the @mpelle Poliaarda,and A- 
griola the Emypzeſſe of Allemain, Gridonia.

ing of Spain, Don Edoard Prince of England, the Emperoz 
Vernar of Allemaign, Majortes, and many others. 

The Army of the Turkes was no ſoner heard of, but the 
5 (who followed their noble adventures) returned to 
Conſtandinople, knowing they thould make better tryal of their 
valour there, then in any other places: and ſuch was the rumoz 
ſpꝛead abzoadof the Tork's intention, as in hot time the City 
of Canſtantinople was furniſhed with many noble and redoubt⸗

- Brictari-of Rochtorr deſirous that his Piſtreſſe Manſia ſhould 
perceive how willing he was to purchaſe her love, and Blandi- 
don, vanquithed with the beauty of her, who cauſed him to ha- 
zard ſo great danger redoubled their ſtrokes ſo fiercely upon one 
another, as at length Brician,ſoze weakoned in fight, and depꝛi⸗ 
ved of the beauty of his Lady, fell down to the ground, Bland '- 
don pzeſently tok off his Helmet, and made offer to part his 
head from his ſhoulders, except he would confeſs Torſia to excel 
the other thze in beauty; but while Brician lay in this extremis 
ty, one ot the Maidens of honour cr ed to Blandidon, that the 
Ladies adjudged him the victozy over Brician of Rochfort, who 
was cartied to his lodging. and Blandidon having loſt very much 
blond by the wounds he received, was compelled to withdzaw 
himſelf, having nat the power to indure what he had attempted. 
Fox he that ſhould remain victoꝛ, ought to maintain the combat

Pompides being ſoꝛry to ſe Blandidon ſo wounded, was (ne:

The next day following he failed not 
to pꝛeſent himſelf in the field, where he had not long ſtayed be- 
foʒe Rupert Roſſelin eutred, being in black Armour crolle 
ſtrickt with little fillets of Gold, and in his ſhield ( which was of 
the Indian colour) the God was figured, who bzought all other 
under hisobepſance. This Knight was maunted on a godly roan 
Cour ſer, and ſo ſen as he beheld Telanſia, who was very fair, 
and of whom he was greatly- affectionate, he ſpake to him in 
this manner.

Hould be fought, and beiug paſlioned fo this cauſe, he ſpake to 
Roſſelin in this ozder ; TIN

Speis and his Queen, accompanied with Princeſſe Aira- 

garda, and the Gyant Alaarol, arriyed at the Emperours 
Court of Con amtineple. . 


T De Emperoz ſ&ing himſelf bzought into the extremity of 
age, thought god to joyn his Nephew in marriage, and als 
ſo the other Pꝛinces and Muights that had been nouriſhed in 
bis Court: and that he might move a general god liking by ſo 
doing, he imparted his intent to the Empꝛeſſe and his Sonne 
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Primaleon. Mhen he underſhad how woll they thought of the 


matter, he mit pꝛeſentiy to Arnedes King of France, his Son 
in Lam, that he would do him ſs much honour as to come with 
the Queen to his Court. In like manner his Majeſty deſpateh⸗ 
ed Letters to Don Edoatd, King ot England, and Flerida his 
Daughter to Recinde Ring of Spain, deſiring him and his

garda in their compaup. The Empero) Vernar was tent fox 
likewiſe, and Tarmes Ring of Lacedemonia, with his Daugh⸗ 
ter Sidelia, whoſe beauty carryen ſume credit at that time, and 
the Soldain Bellagris, with Majortes, aud many others, the Em⸗ 
perour by his Letters invitento his Court, But the firs that 
came to Conſtantinople, were the Emp ere? Verſe and Ring 
Edoard of England: fan-after' came the gris and 
Majortes, their entertainment being as their noble eſtates ve⸗ 
ler ved. Then came Ring Tarnacs with his Queen, Sidclia,his 
Daughter, aud the foxrowful Lady Dandticia, whom the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſle lodged in her dum chamber. The two Kings, Aracdes 
and Recinde, arrived with theiv ſhips at the Pozt of Conſtan- 
tinople, and ſoundedtheir Trumpets and Dzums ſo gallantly, 
as the people were afraid in the City, fearing leaſt their Ene⸗ 
mies were come: but the Pꝛinces came to receive them with 
great joy, where they might behold the King of France in a 
ſumptuous Galley, covered with cloath of Gold of great value, 
wherein was himſelf, his Queen, Florenda and Graciana, his

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two Deughters, with many Ladies and Knights beſide. Ju a- 
nother Gallion was King Recinde,and the Queen, with a num⸗ 
der of Knights foz his Guard, Befoze them in another Gallion, 
was the fatr P2incelſe Miragarda, the Gyant Almarol: the 
Pzince Florendos, and many other Rnighbs, Ring Recinde 
being advertiſedthat the Emperoz intenden to marry the Pins 
ceſſe to his Nephew Florendos, with Ring Arnedeles conſent 
(to do them the honoux)cauſed their Gallion to marchfozemoft, 
as the Captain over all the other Ueſſels, The Emperoz was 
fo glad ok theſe tydings, as hee fozſok his Coach, and was 
bꝛought in aChair to the place where theſe Pzinces ſhould land, 
and the Empꝛelſe with the Queeus, P2incelles and Ladies, 
mounted on their Hoꝛſes, being clad in moſt rich and coſtly har- 
neſſe, and ſo they rid to the Pozt of the City very ſtately, There 
was the Emperour accompanted with his Son Primaleon, 
Ring Edoard of England, the Emperoz Vernar of Allemaign, 
Soldan Bellagris, Majortes, Ternaes Ring of Lacedemonia, 
Polendos, Eſtrellant, Pompides and Dragolant, and ns little 
joy it was to him in his aged years, to ſ@ himſelf ſo beloved of 
the mot puiſlant Pꝛinces that were in the whole Mold: but 
albeit the p2eſence of theſe great perſonages was very pleaſant 
fo him, yet tould he not chule but fake it heavily, ſ&ing the 
— ſo ſoze upon him, as long he could not be a companion fox 


em. | 

Ring Arnedes, and Recinde ,' and Pꝛince Florendos, being 
all come on Land, they kn&led down to kiſſe the Emperours 
hand, buf hr embꝛating them in his arms, would not ſaffer 
them to honour him ſo mueh, then came the Queen of Spain, and 
the Queen of France, with her two Daughters, whom his Ma. 
jeſty welcomed very familiarly. And when the Pꝛinceſſe Mi- 
ragarda came into his pzefence, he accepted of her marvailous 
gracioully, entring into theſe ſpeches to her.

The Opant Almarol was like wiſe very welcome to the Em⸗ 
perour, and when the pzinceſle Pol inarda had courteouſly ſalu⸗ 
ted Miragarda) ſht ſhwnk aſide to her bzother Florendos, en- 
tertaining him with this language. J perceive now well (my 
Lozd and Bꝛother) that you have god cauſe to think pour la- 
bour well beſtowed, in that pou have travelled foz a Lady of 
ſo ſingular beauty. J Would with all my heart, god Siſter (an⸗ 
ſwered Florendos) that J had the due recompence my labour 
hath deſerved, ſo might J be in the better allurance. Dh Bos 
ther (ſaid Polinarda) the Gyant; Almarol hath no anthozity to 
ſhut the dor againſt you here, therefoze,  p2omile -you, the 
Pyinceſſe of Thrace and J will not fozget to enterpaize the 
means, you ſhall (no doubt) ſind fa vour. Fe 

The Emperour would delay the time no longer, but to the 


Palate they rode altogether, the Pꝛince Primaleon leading the 


Queen of Spains Pozſe by the bzidle, albeit; Ring Recinde 
was very loath to ſuffer him. Ring Polcados div as. much ho⸗ 
nour to the Queen of France, and Ring Edoard of England af- 
foꝛded the like to the fair Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, as well to con- 
teut the aged Emperour as to honor his mn the Pꝛince 
Florendos : Palmerin of England di the Ike to the fair Flo- 
renda. and Florian of the Forreſt tothe Pxinceſſe Graciana, in 
bꝛiek, the P2zinces and Knights, leadall.the Ladies Palfreys, 
till they tame to the Palace, The Emperour was carryedin 
his Chair by four Knights, communtng with the Pꝛincelle Mi- 
ragarda all the way, defiriug her to-favour-hisNephew Floren- 
dos, and to think ok him, as one that had well deſerved at her

Of the conference the Emperour had with the Princes. And 
bow the Marriages that he appointed, were now accompliſhed. 
V Hen the Princes, that were thus arrived at Conſtan: 
tinople, had reſted themſelves fox certain dates, the 
Emperoz 
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Emper our deſirous to content every one befoze he dyed, who 
had beſtowed their ſervice in honouring him, revealed his in⸗ 
tent ta Emperour Vernar, Ring Edoard, Arnedes, Recinde 
and Primaleon, hom he would gladly ſæ his Nephews married, 
and the other Pꝛinces that had ben nouriſhed in his Court, 
whom he would ſe all matched accoꝛding as their affections ſer. 
ved them. The Pꝛinces liked marvailouſly the Emperozs in⸗ 
tent; whereupon, he cauled the ſunday following a great feaſt fo 
be oꝛdained in Queen Fleridaes Chamber, which piace was moſt 
convenient in all the Pallace foz their Courtly diſpozts, and 
there the Ladies were every one placed in their degrees, being 
moze delighted in behoſding their fav:1:red ſervants, then 
all the coſtly junckets pꝛovided foz the banquet, 

Palmerin was ſo earneſt in affedtion towards his Lady, as he 
judged her toſurpaſſe all the other in beauty. Elorendos held 
the ſame opinion of the fair Miragarda, and Flot ian made ſuch 
eſtimation of the Pzinceſſe of Thrace, as he feared not tocom- 
bat againſt any whatſoever, that her beauty might carry the 
credit above all the reſt rand Pꝛince Plarir- was not behind him 
in conceit, towards his [wert Lady Sidelia, Daughter to the 
Ring Tarnaes. The Empꝛeſſe Bazilia, Gridonia, Flcrida and 
Francellina, becauſe of their high eſtates, were chick next the 
Empꝛeſſe at her banquet : but the Quen. Flerida bare the p2ize 
of beauty amongſt them all, becauſe ſhe was in the moſt [wert 
and delicate time of her years, After the Tables were with⸗ 
dzawn; and all the Officers departed the place, the Empercy - 
(being weak and ſickly) deſired King Edoard to expjeſſe-befo2e 
all the company, what he had given him in charge. king E- 
doard willing to obey the Emperoirs commandment, aroſe. 
from the Table, then taking off his Pat, and kiſſed the Empe⸗ 
roꝛs hand, he faluted all there pꝛeſent, and began thus. 
PMoſt gracious Empꝛeſle, as each of us fo his benefit and he⸗ 
no? hath received ſuch Ladies in marriage, as the Emperoz from 
his own Court hath pleaſed to beſtow on us, ſome that are al- 
lied to his excellency, and others to the Pꝛinces andLodds cf his 
Empire, whereby the renown of Chztiſtendom is wozthily maine 
tained, and all cauſes expꝛeſſing god nature continued in their 

Tt flouriſhing 
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flouriſhing eftate, It may therefoze ſ@m gon to you at this 
preſent, that J publickly open his gracious and Pzitcelp deter. 
mination, whereby may be known if your Highneſle withtheſe 
Qutns and Py)incefles in pour company, ſhall think well of 
that, which by the advice of his honourable tounſel he ſ&keth to 
put in pzagice, It is ſo, that his Pajefty hath ſet it down fo 
a Decree, that theſe poung Pꝛinces and Rnights ſhall joyn in 
marriacce (in recompence of all their noble travels) with thoſe 
to whom thepare moſt affectionate. And as faz them that are 
pet unpꝛovided of Ladies, his Ma jeſty will allow them contime. 
ance in his Court: whereby no offence ſhall grow on any ſive, 
but everyone ſhall be contented to their own defires. Pere 
pauſing a while, he attended what the Empꝛeſle with the other 
Queens and Ladies would ſap, as alſo to bethink himſetf on 
the names of the perſons, whom the Empero2 had appoinfes 


to marry : but the poung Pꝛinces and Knights were fomewhat 


abaſhed doubting whether they might give credit to the Rings 
wo2ds, fo2 there was not any of them, but judged his labours 
ſufficiently rewarded, if he might enjoy his (wet Saint and 
Miſtreſſe. 288292 | 
The Ladies that were in pꝛeſence, began ts bluſh and change 
their amiable countenances, whereby they bewzaped the fecret 
ſudden jop of their hearts, which thep teceived by the ſperches 
Ring Edoard haduttered, Polinarda very often caft her eyes 
on Pꝛince Palmerin, being in as great fear agthe Dffender that 
awaiteth the ſentence of the Judge, fo2 -the doubted leaſt her 
Gꝛand⸗father would beſtow on her ſome other, and not let her 
enjoy him whom her heart deſired, And Palmer in was afflicted 


in the ſame manner, ſuch and ſo great was the vehemency of his 


ſundꝛy paſſions, which betwern hope and fear he was conſtrain⸗ 
ed to ſuffer :; but while his thoughts we te in this infinite deal of 
trouble, his Father Ring Edoard following his fozmer intent, 
began again in this manner. | | 

You ſhall underſtand, Sir Florendos, that my gracious Lozd 
the Empero2 (with the conſent of King Recinde) enjopneth 
ytu to efpouſe the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda.(who in my jungement)

All the Pꝛinces there pꝛeſent loked on Florendos, when they 
might well perceive, that the wozds of King Edoard had given 
him mo2e-joy, then if the richeſt Realm in the Mold were in 
his own poſſeſſion ; but the Pzinceſſe Miragarda kept yer coun- 
tenance ſo demurelp, as one could hardly judge, whether the love 
of Florendos were acceptable to her oz no. 

And foꝛ the my Son Palmerin (ſaid King Edoard) the Em. 
peroz and Pzince Primaleon, being very willing thou ſhouldeſt 
know the love they bear the, do give the to Wife the Pin- 
teſſe Polinarda, not daubtiug but thou Halt imagine all thy pal⸗ 
ſed travels, tobe fully recompenced in ſo ſwet a reward, The 
Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda no ſoner heard theſe woꝛds, but the deli- 
cate roſtal colour that dyed her dainty countenance, witneſſed 
the love and god will the bare to Pꝛince Palmerin of England, 
who like wiſe now abandoned all his fozmer fear,ſ&ing he ſhould 
enjoy the felicity he had ſo long withed foz. 

Which when his Father King Edoard perceived, he made 
as though he did not eſpy, and pzoc&ded on with his fozmer de- 
termination, giving P2ince Gracian (Sonne to the Ring of 
France) to underſtand, that the Emperoꝛ did beſtow on him his 
Neece Claricias, Daughter to the Ring Polendos. And you 
Sir Berolde, fe2 your vertuous behaviour ſhall enjoy the Jes 
well of pour heart, the fair Oniſtalda, Daughter to-the Duke 
Draposof Normandy, and Nece to the/renowned Ring Fri- 
ſol, whereat your Father (J am ſure) will be very well con⸗ 
fentev, And you Dir Francian, ſhall match with Bernada, 
Daughter to the valiant Pꝛince Belcar.

Dramian ſhall have fo2 his guerdon, the 
Painceſſe Clariana, Daughter to Ditea, Pꝛinceſſe of Hunga- 
ria: and you Friſol becauſe it is pour right to fitcced the Duke 
your Father,ſhall be jopned in marriage with Leonarda,daughs 
ter to the Duke of Pera. And fox this cauſe (noble Gentlemen) 
did the Emperour and his Councel call you into this place, to 
the end pou might perceive, the god zeal and love he beareth to 
you all, But let mee not kozget what his Maje ſty hath ozdain⸗ 
ed, as concerning you noble Sir Pramuſiand, it is his will 
that you ſhall eſpouſe Madam Arlencea, as well to content the 
deſire of her love, as alſo to ſhew himſelf thankful, fo2 her be⸗ 
w2aying the treaſon of Allernao : and his Excellency hath con- 
cluded to beſtow the Profound Iſle on vou, which ſometime be- 
longed to her Father Bravorant, and is now in the cuſtody rk 
my Son Florian pour Friend. Dramuſiand was ſurp2ized 
with ſuch exceeding jop at theſe wozds, as he had not the power 
to attend till King; Edoard had finiſhed his diſcgurſe, but came 
and humbled himſelf bekoze the Emperoz, peilding him a thou- 
fand thanks fo} his gracious courteſie. King Edoard tok him 
up by the arms, deſiring him to have patience a little while, till 
he had ended his charge and coming to the Pꝛinceſſe of Thrace, 
he entred into theſe-ſp&ches. To you molt excellent Pꝛinceſle, 
whom nature hath plentifully endued with beauty, and cour⸗

After theſe joyful motions, both on the ne ſide, and the other, 


were ſoinewhat pacified, the Empero returned to counlel a⸗ 
gain, with the Emperez Vernar, Ning Edoard, Primaleon and 
the other Knights, letting them underſtann, that he did not in⸗ 
tend to koꝛget the Lady Pandritia : whereupon the Soldan Bel- 
lagris was cafled, to whom Ring Edoardbewaped all matters 
Paſſed, how Bellagris under his vame, entred Pandritiaes Cham. 
ber, and begot of her Ar Blandidon, hum £very one thought , 
and ſhe her (elf, to be Bing Edoards ſon, as you may read in the 

firſt Aolume ok this Hiſtozy., 
The Soldan Bellagris knowing the great erro2 of his faith , 
and being alſured withal, that Blandidoriiwas his Son, renoun* 
ced his Turkiſh opinion wherein he had lived is long time : and 
to remain in the kriendſhip ot theſe wopthy Pꝛintes, he conclu⸗ 
ded to eſpoufe Pandritia, to the greateft contentment of many 
Pꝛinces his friends, who likewiſe (by his converſion) came fo 
know the Law of the living Sod. Of this god: hap, the Em⸗ 
peroz and all the other Chyiftian Pꝛinces, mere very glad, and 
to continue Bellagris in his gun mind, the Emperoꝛ pꝛeſently 
aroſe from counſel, and went into the Pꝛinceſſes Chamber, ac- 
companied with King Edoard, where his Majeſty declared to 
Pandtitia, what had palled between them and the Soldan Bel- 
lagtis cauſing her to foꝛget her kozmer opinion, that Blandi- 
dom was the Son of Ring Edoard, and tertifping her likewiſe, 
how the Soldan had renounced his Heathenifh Faith, to he 
er 
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her amends by marriage, which the ought not to refuſe, as wel 
conſidering the valour and riches. of the Soldan, who was a 
mighty and renowned Wince:as alfa that het Son might kuow. 
bis-noble Father, Pandcitia heavily laking: about her, was ſa 
ſoꝛe ttoublied, as it was a great while ere che ſpake a Moꝛd: but 
after ſhe had better remember her ſelf , ſhe carneftly heheld 
Ring Edoard, ſpeaking to him in this manner, My hard de⸗

The Emperoꝛ liked well of that ſhe had ſaid, andthe Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe imbzaced her many times, being fa glad as could bee pol⸗ 
ſible, that all things came to ſuch a happy end, Blandidon was 
then called infspzeſence, who was very ſozry when he knew 
King Edoard'was not his father: but the hope to be p2eferred 
By the Soldans dignity, made him to foꝛget all fozmer occaſions,

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Palfed deren him and the Lady Pandritia, -becante: noſuſpi- 
tion ſhould ariſe by them, who were apt enough to conceive an 
evil opinion. Mhen the Arch-Bilhop had concluded his Ser 
mon, he Baptized the Soldau. The Emperoz and King Edo», 
ard of England were his'God-fathers; and the (wa Empelles 
his God⸗mothers. And to honour him the moze, the Emperdꝛ 
would hade him firſt Marryed: ſo the Soldan Bellagris and 
Pandritia being thus knit together in Patrymonp, Blandidon 
humbled himſelf befoze them in ſign ok obedience, but the Sol- 
danembiacing him, to him up, rejoycing greatly that he had 
fs god a Knight to his Son, and that he ſhould leave to his 
Subjects ſuch a wozthy Governour, After that Pandricia was 
thus Eſpouſed to the Soldan, the Empꝛeſſe and her Ladies wal. 
ked with her, berauſe the Emperoz would have Florendos and 
Miragatda matched next: which being done, his heart abandon 
ed all Wonted care, and taking her by the hand, gave place 
to the other, the Queens of England and Spain, walking with 
them along the Hall, to romkoꝛt theſe new Married folks with 
their god counſel. Next entred the Pzinceſſe Polinapda, led 
bet wen the Empꝛeſſe of Allemaign and the Quckn of France, 
Palmer in going befoze her accompanied with: the Emperour 
Vernar, and the King Ternaes ot Lacedemonia: and next them 
came the fair Þ2inceſſe of: Thrace, between the Quen France- 
lina of Thefſaly,and the Quen Flerida of England they being 
glad to ſ& her matched with. Prince Florian of the Forreſt, At- 
ter theſe two noble Engliſh Pzinces had TUedded their ſweet 
friends,thePyrinres Gracian, Beroldo, Platir, and all the other 
Pꝛinces and Knights, were eſpouſed unto their Ladies. 
Thenthe new Queen of Thrace and Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda ens 
tred, leading Arlencea between them; whole beauty ſhe wed ve- 
ry ſtately, being ſet foyxth'by the p2eſenee of theſe two Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſes : thr Pytnce Ptimaleon and Ring Edoard accompanied 
the Gyant Dramuſiand, who was married to Arlencea with 
great Royalty, ben they were departed the place, the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Miragarda humbly intreated the Emperoꝛ, that he would 
give Gordioea. Daughter to the Gpant Satarin, (he remain- 
ing in her let vice) in marriage to the Gyant Almarol: * 
. 
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to his Majeſty pꝛelently agreed, after he had underſtod the god 
will of Cordigea, ſo he gave her himſelf (to honour the Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Miragarda the moze) to the Gyant Almarol. Df this 
Cordigea, you may read moze at large, in the ſecond Bok of the 
notable Hiftozy of Don Edoard of Brittain. 

The Spant Almarol was Lozd of another Foztreſſe, not 
far from thence, where he had kept the Pꝛinceſle Miragarda, 
this Foxtreſle being called Beauties Buiwark : whereof hæ 
made a pꝛeſent to his EſpouſedLady Cordigea, on condition the 
Hold call the Caſtle after her own name, but return we again 
to our Diſto2y, | 

As ſon as the Arch-Biſhop had ended all theſe Ceremonies 
of theſe marriages, the @mpero2 went into Queen Fleridaes 
Chamber, where the Dinner was pꝛovided to honoz theſe Pꝛin⸗ 
ces withal, and with the Ladies came in Florenda and Gra- 
ciana the Daughters of Ring Arnedes: but Germaine of Or- 
leance, being the affectionate ſervant of Florenda, thought him: 
ſelf unwozthy to come in pꝛeſence, becauſe he was counted but

content of the Emperoz: who marking all his friends. and ſ&e 
ing Pꝛince Floraman abſent from their company, he demans 
ded what was become of him⸗Some made anſwer that he was

Which when Florendos underſtwd, hee left the company and 
Uu went 
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went to him, and percwaded him to come and refoyce with them, 


Floraman returned him this anſwer. Mhy do pou travel pour 


ſelf tu. Sir Florendos, to have him bee partner of the pleaſures 
yot enjoy, who hath foz ever loſt his comkozt The great god 
will. J unfainedly bear pou, doth not deſerve you-ſhould fo deal 
with mee, in that my ſoxrows would be ten times moze, ik J 
ſhould do as you would have me ; therekoze J veſire pou let 
me bear mp grief quietly, ſ&ing I am he whom Foꝛztune de⸗ 
lighteth to tozment continually. Floreados deviſed all means 
poſſible, to change him from this conceit, but ling his laboz 
was beſtowed in vain, he returned to the Emperoꝛ, certifying 
him of the grief wherein he had left Pꝛince Floraman, at this 
news both the Emperoꝛ and his friends was heavily paſſioned , 
and they continued in commending Pzince-Flotaman, tilt the 
Gentleman Uther called to Sapper, When the Supper was 
ended, and the Tables with-dzawn, theſe new Marrped Þ2in- 
ces began to dance after the Greekiſn manner: and when all 
the Masks and paſtimes were done koz that night, each one 
went to his Chamber, to receive content with chem, who had 
cauſed them to endure ſo long trouble. be? |

At length hee thought god to diſit this Cale further, be⸗ 
cauſe hee ſaw at the four cozners thereof four Gates, and the 
entrance into them was not fozbidden him by any: but her eſpi⸗ 
ed another Gate, which was mane fa& with two great Chains 
of Jron, upon the Gate being Engraved. many ancient Piſto⸗ 
ries, which were unknown to the Knight of the Savage man, 
and long hee ſtaped not to behold this Gate, fo2 that he percet- 
ved he travailed in vain, if her ſhould offer to enter in thereat.

When her had thus ſaid, he commanded the Knight of the Sas 
vage man ts ſhut the Mindow, and hang the key in the place 
whence hee twk it, but firſt he loked in to ſe the eſtate ot the 
Qucen Leonarda: and Florian, he laboured very buſily, to er: 
tinguiſh the light of the Tapers, becaule he could not ſuffer 
that their extream ſhining bzightneſſe ſhould dazel his eyes 
when he loked on his ſweet Queen and TUife, ſo that the light 
was {ome hindzance to him, when he thought to view her ex:

vauthed out of ſight. CUhereupon the Knight of the Savage 
man departed thence, comming to the Hall where the Serpent

Parvailing; to ſc her felt in luch a nat⸗ 
row place, and eſpecialły in the company ok her Yusvand, the 
noble Knight of the Savage man, who beheld her with the 
tears trickling down his cheks, knowing well, how it was

The Sage Aliart ſ&ing; the Quien in ſuch exrtream beavi⸗ 
nefſe, he rehearſed to her how all things had happened, alluring

Targiana eiped- 
ing the time when ſhe might open her intent to this Enchan⸗ 
trelte, Pruſia at length conſentes to fulfit her mind, and one 
day when the Þ4incelſe was. bathing her ſelfat a Fountain, 
Dcufia camg ſuddenly to her thoꝛow the UUindow of an high 
Tower, alieſenting her ſelk ſo ſtrangelp befoze her, the 
Pꝛinceſſe Targiana wag ſo amazed and frighted thereat, as ſhe 
called to her ſervants ta come and help her.

would, 1 argiaia was very well contented with that the En⸗ 
chantreſſe had told her, whereupon ſhe Enchanted the Queen of 
Thrace, in the manner as I have declared to you already;  ' 
Afterwards — returned to Pꝛinceſle Targiana, whom ſher 
Ifkewiſe conducted by her Art to the Caſtle of Qucen Melia, at 
that time Albayzet was gone untd Babilon - am when Tar» 
gian. i had ſuffitientły pleales her felt, beholding the rare and 
ſtrange alteration bf the Queen ok Thrace, she deſtred Druſia 
to ſhut the dw, and hang the key at the Chain abgut the Ser⸗ 
pents neck, whereupon Targiana departed 'thenrts: the Pal⸗ 
lace of the great Turk her Fathtrandafterward tel her jour⸗ 
ney into Perſia; being of khe opinii that the Sage Aliart could 
not help the pitiful Eitake of the Quern bf Thrace. In the Ca⸗ 
ſtle of Melia, ſhe remained thus Enchanted, until the Knight 
of the Savage man and the Sage Aliatt met together and delis 
vered her: But nom we will return to Pzince Albayzer, who 
is coming to lay Siege ko the City at Conſtantinople, whither 
the Knight of the Savage man travelled ſpeenily, fox that it 
were againſt reaſon, that luch a wobte and redoubted Rutght , 
ſheuld be abſent from the place; whore his veareft friends were 
aſſembley together.

Mozeover, the infozmed that the Army of the great Turk het 
Father, was (as then) arrived in the Pozt ok Arnienia, and 
ſtayed only foz the Ulind : likewiſe, that the Tu:kher Father, 
had appointed Albayzer chief Captain General of his Army, 
becaule he {urpalſed all the other in valour and courage. 

The repozt of this Army; cauſed great aſtoniſhment in ma- 
ny, aud chiefly to them, that were not able to endure the tra⸗ 
vail of Arms, and the Emperoz Palmerin himſelf was fo over - 

charged with years, as he could not walk out of his Chamber, 
pet was he able to comfozt and encourage his deareſt friends 
with god counſel, whereby their minds were greatly eaſed, 

Primaleon, who was naturally given to bæ couragicus and 
bzavely minded, did not make account of any mil foztunes that 
might happen to him, and the rather becauſe the valiant Pzin- 
ces and Knights in his company, could not be ſummoned at a 
better time, fo witnelfe their Mobility.

The Kings and Pꝛinces determined the Ambaſſado2 ſhould 
rehearſe the cauſe of his arrival to Pꝛince Primaleon befoze 
they would ſuffer him to come into the Emperoꝛzs p2efence : 
but div:rs were of a contrary. opinion, affirming that the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence and noble anſwer of the Emperoz himſelf would moze 


daunt and terrifie the Enemy, then all they were able to do, 


Upon this determination they were agrerd, and the Emperoz 
was bzought in his Chair into the great Hall, where the Am⸗ 
baſſadoz ſtayed, who having viewed the ſtrength of the City , 
knew well they ould beſtow god labour befoze they could con: - 
quer it, The Emperoꝛ accoꝛding to his mild and Noble nature, 
received the Ambaſſadour from his Enemy very graciouſly, and 
after the Rings and Princes were in their due and appointed 
places, and a general ſilence amongſt them all, the Ambaſſadoz 
began in theſe ſpeches, | 

Il luſtrious and moft puiſſant Emperoz, I could wiſh to ſex 
the in the flouriſhing Eftate of thy years, as well to partici⸗ 
pate of many troubles, imminent to them that dare take upon 
them to defend thy Empire, as alſo to enlarge theconfentment 
of them, who ſhall be ſo happy as to gain the vicozy, in the field 
of Battel, which is now pzeſented.tothy Majeſty. 

Jam to let thee underſtand, that Albayzer the great Soldan 
of Babylon, and Pꝛince of Turkie, accompanied with other Sol- 
dans, Kings, and puiſſant Pꝛintes, hath ſent mie to thee, to let 
the know, (hat they are determined with their ſtrength and po⸗ 
wer to beſiege this City, to revenge the death of many their 
eſpecial friends, who received diſhonour befoze this City. 

Nerertheleſſe the Soldan Albayzer having not foꝛgolten the 
gracious courteſte thou d idſt ſometimes uſe towards Olorique,

ber thy eſpecial friends, To which wozds the Emperoz thus 
anſwered, My friend, J can hardly endure to let thee paſſe a- 
ny further in ſpeeches, but J muſt needs anſwer you thus: that 
I account it well foz my pꝛoſit to follow his counſel in this mat - 
ter, if by the ſending him one man, J may make ſure account of 
the ſafety of the reit. : | 

But if that one man be found ſo god a Knight, as his valoz 
is ſufficient to rede mthe captivity of ali the other, J muſt not 
be ſo foꝛgettul of nip honour, as to render a ſtate ofaſſurance to 
your Lozds mercy; Beſides, it were a thing much againſt reas 
ſon aud duty, to yeild that City into the hands of Heathen In⸗ 
—.— where the true God is to be Mozſhipped in Spirit and 

ruth. 

And truly J cannot but mar vail much, that he ſhould offer to 
come thus into my Empire, conſidering what pꝛomiſes hath paſt 
between him and mee ; fo2 J was of the opinion that 7 ſhould 
rather be furthered by his aid and aſſiſtance, then hindꝛed oꝛ ims 
peached thus maliciouſly, But fo2 allthis my truſt is in GOD, 
that J ſhall pꝛepare his grave befoze the UUalls of this City, 
as J have done already to many of his Pzedeceſſozs, who with- 
out regard of their own honour, oꝛ my courteſie, have come to aſ- 

ſail me in this manner, 

A perceive then my Loꝛd (ſaid the Ambaſſadoz) that becauſe 
Foztune hath daily favoured you to this pꝛeſent, you will not 
d2ead the miſ-foztunes whereinto you may ſuddainly fall:there- 
koꝛe J infendforeturn with this anſwer to my Lozd who ſent 
mee, 

So taking his leave he returned to his Gally, where it lay 
at Anchoz, being accompanigg with many Pzinces and Lozds 
of the Emperozs Court: and after they had given him a very 
friendly Farewel, his Galley ſet fozward with ſuch erpediticn, 
as in ſhozt time it came to the reſt of the Army.

CHAP. LV. 
How che Army of the great Twrke arrived in the Port of Con- 
Atanticople, and of the noble and valiant proweſſe of the Chri- 
ſtians, before rhicy would ſuffer the Pagans to take Landing. 


YE Ambaſſadoz from Albayzer, to the Soldan of Babilon, 
being thus departed, the Emperoz Palmer in called toge⸗ 
ther, all the Pꝛinces and nobles in his Court, to give pzeſent 
oder to every one, that they ſhould with all the beſt ſped pol⸗ 
ſible, pzovide themſelves ok Arms, to koꝛbjp the entrance of the 
Enemy, and to have god regard to the affairs of the City, and 
ſafetp of the ſame, which was committed to the Guard of the 
Emperoz Vernar, and Ring Polendos, accompanyed with a 
thouſand five hundzed Knights on Pozſeback, and four hun- 
dzed Fotmen, King Edoard of England was choſen byxene- 
rat conſent, chick Captain and Governoz of the Field, having 
under his conduct two thouſand Knights beſide the Gyant Dra- 
muſiand, who by his noble behavioz in that expedition, won 
very great eſtimation. | 

Majortes, Pridos, and the Duke of Garſes, Don Roſian de 
la Bronde his ſon, Argolant Duke of Horten, Pompides, and 
ftp Knights, that were come in their company ; So dividing 
their Knights into four parts, they were in number eight thou- 
land, and to everp thouſand was a general Captain, 

Arnedes King of France had the oꝛder ing of five hundzed, be⸗ 
ing attended en likewiſe by His Sons, Gracian, Guerin and 
Germain pf Orleance, beſide fifty god and hardy French Rts, 
A theuſand five hundzed moze were conducted by Recinde King 
of Spain, the Pꝛinces Berolde and Oniſtalde His Sons waiting 
on him, with the Gpant A\maro}, and one hundzed Spaniſh 
Knights. The Soldan Bellagris was Captain over four hun⸗ 
dꝛed Knights, being his own SSjects, and koz the Guard of 
his wn perſon, be had pꝛovided one hundzed of the chiekeſt kts, 
of his Court, among whom was his Son Blandidon, whoſe 
noble behavionr deſerved commendations. To Belcar Duke of 
Fontus and Durace, was committed the like charge, as to the 
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Kings Recinde and Arnedes, having foz the Guard of his own 
perſon; Don Roſuel and Bellizart his Sons. 

To King Ternaes ot Lacedemonia, (who was an ancient 
and noble Pꝛince) was given the Guard ot the Palace, and fo 
the moze ſecurity of the Empꝛeſle and the other Queens aus 
Ladies, he had attending on him two hundzed Knights. Prima- 
leon was choſen Lozd General fox the City, having in his 
charge ſeaven hundzed Knights, wherewith hee had regard as 
well to the field as to the City. | 

Palmerin, Florendos, Platir, and divers other Knights, had the 

charge of the outer Wings of the Armp, to give ſuccour where 
they perceived moſt necellity. Thus was the Emperoꝛzs Court 
well ſtozed with noble and renowned Knights, pet his Maieſty 
and King Edoard greatly deſtred the pꝛeſence of Pꝛince Flo- 
rian ot the Forreſt, in whoſe abſence both the Þo2ſe-men and 
Fot⸗men, were ozdained as J have already declared. 
Du the next mozning, Ring Edoard commanded to ſtrike up 
Allarum;fox he was given tounderffand that the Enemy was 
within halba league of the City, and that they prepared them - 
ſelves ts take landing, and the Emperoz. cauſed himlelk to bz 
rtarrped up infoa high Tower of his Palace, becauſe He would 
ſ how Foxtune diſpoſed of his happinelle, 

Ring Edoard was no ſwner arrived where the Eaemy was, 
but he placed his Army on the Sea ſhoze, to hinder the Guemy 
krom coming on Land: but therein he was deceived,fo2 the mul⸗ 
titude of the Galleys and Ships were ſuchzas it was impoſſible 
koꝛ him to do as he would. 

Albayzer, who was accompanyed with the moſt renowned 

Knights ok his Army, and two of the moſt ugly and fearful Sy- 
ants that ever was len, made offer to take Land ſtrſt of all: vat 
they of the Emperoꝛzs Court ſtepped befoze them, aud enter⸗ 
tained them iw luch ſozt, as divers both of Turks and Chziſtians 
were very dangerouſly Mounded. | 

Albayzer was ſo offended, becauſe he could not have liberty, 
to get fo2th of his Galley, as he commanded the Gyants to tep 
itto the Water, whoſe commandment they pzeſcntly obeyed,and 
with their Maces of Jron they begin. fs to break thozow the 
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p2eſſe, and they which befoze hindzed Albayzer from coming on 
thoze, began to give plate az it were fon his Landing. Which 
when Dramuſiand perteived, he ſtept into the Mater up to the 
Navil, and covering himſelf with his ſhield, he encountred the 
Gyant that advancedhimſelf fozemoſ;and King Edoard leaped 
into the Sea, to hinder the other Gyant from dealing with 
Dramuſiand: but while theſe four were thus Encountring fo- 
gether, the other Knights ok the Emperoꝛs Court ſe&ing their 
Captain on fot, began to follow after, fo that Albayzer was 
conſtrained to come near the Gpants, becauſe hæ thought they 
would want his aid. | | 

Palmerinof England being buſy on the other ſive, ſœing the 
Yozſes round about the field without their Maſters, doubted 
leaſt ſome miſ-foztune had fallen to his friends, whereupon hee 
gave his Hoꝛſe the ſpurs; and galloped to the place where be 
ſaw the greateſt bickering: and ler ing Ring -Edoard his father 
ſtanding in the Sea, dealing with ſuch an ugly and monſterous 
Giant, he pzeſently came to him and ſtepping bekoꝛe him, entred 
into theſe ſpeeches.

King Edcard effeming light the woꝛds of his Son, would 
not leave the Gpant, fo greatly hi deſired to remain Uicto? ; 
but the neceſſity wherein he-perceiveddivers of his kriends, cau⸗ 
ſed him to ſtep back, and give place to the noble Palmerin of 
England, Albayzer behaved himſelf in ſuch bꝛave manner, as 
divers were glad to ſhun his pꝛeſente: which when Florendos 
beheld, hee advanced himſelf to him,-andſuch Rnightly pꝛo⸗ 
weſſe was ſhown on either fide, as between them began a cruel 
and dangerous Combat. Dramuſiand pzevailed ſo well againſt 


his Enemy the Gyant, as hm fumbled down dead befoze him:

landing) to follow him: but they gave him to underſtand how 
Florendos, Platir, Blan4idon, and the Gyant Almarol, were 
carryed into the City ſo foze hurt, as they were not able to ſu:

Ring Recinde, Palmerin and Belcar, were likewiſe grievcuſ- 
ly Wounded, which made Ring Edoard deſire them to go inte 
the City, and in the mean while Primalcon entred the field, 
accompanied with ſeaven hundzed Knigbts, deſiring earneſtly, 
that Ring Edoard and his train, would with:dzaw themſclves; 
that they might come with a freſh aſſault on the Enemy. But

VV Emperozs Captains were thus come into the 
City with their trains, they paſſed the night in viſiting 

them that were ſo ſoze wounded ; at whoſe ill luck, Primaleon 
greatly grieved,foz He judged the want of their help to be ſuch. 
as he was out of hope to defend the Enemy from entring on 
Land the next day. And moſt of all, fo; that Palmerin of Eng- 
land, Florendos) Ring Recinde, Belc-r, Berolde, Don Roſuel, 
and Bellizart were in ſuch caſe, as they could not endure to bear 
Arms again ſo ſon.

King Edoards mind was not on (och: pleaſure, as he made 
any account of veſtoꝛ quietneſſe, kent his friend Dramuſiaud 
company, hading?his-Wife and Quten Flerida with him, to 
comkoꝛt the heavy and penſive eftate of Arlencea, whole ſad caſe 
may be eaſily judged by yaung matried Lovers, Florendos and 
Miragarda, viſited the Gyant Almaroli whoſe danger almoſt 
was in the lame eſtate with Dramuſtand, yet bæ was able to 
walke, and behave himſel mme pteaſant in company then the 
other, whole caſe was pittyed and lamented of all in general, 

San after arrived there the Sage Altart,, by whole pꝛeſence 
the fozmer fearfuland uncertain doubts were ſomwhat calmed, 
in that he certified the Emperoz ; bow Florian would not bee 
long ablent from thence : which news did much joy his Majeſty, 
as he caught the Sage Aliart in his arms, and Embzaced him 
with a gracious countenance, - , - | 2004 

Then came the Emm eſſe to entertain him with the ſame fa- 
pour, the like did Bazilia the Empaeſſe of Alicmaign,Gridonia, 
Plinorda and the other Pꝛiuceſſes and Ladies: among whom 
Quern Flcrida was moſt glad of his pꝛeſence, as well to per- 

ceive 
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ceive the love King Edoard her Hus band bare him, as alſo be- 
Cauſe he had ſundzy times pꝛe ſer ved the life of her Childzen by 
his knowledge, 

The ſame day came fo the Emperoꝛs Court Pꝛince Flora- 
man, who travelled to find Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, and 
being advertiſed how the Enemies had laid ſiege at Conſtanti- 
nople, he left bis Realm of Sardignia, giving charge to the Go: 
vernours he had left there, that they ſhould leavy a great Army 
with all expedition, and ſend them after him to Coniiantinople, 
as you may read moze at large hereafter, The ſame dap like⸗ 
wiſe arrived Ring Eſtrellant of Hungaria, accompanyed with 
two thouſand Poze men, and ten thouſand Fot- men, being un⸗ 
der the conduct of Pꝛince Friſol his Son. 

_ Albayzer was greatly gxieved at the loſſe of his men, there- 
fo2e he gave charge to the Chirurgions in his Camp, that thep 
Hould be careful and reſpective to them that were Wounded, 
and commanded the flain to bee buried. And when all things 
were accompliſhed that he thought expedient, he called the Pꝛin⸗ 
cipal effates of his Army to councel, with whom hee concluded, 
that all perſons ſhould be vigilant and careful of themſelves 

that night, becauſe the next mozning they ſhould take landing, 
at a certain TWatch:wozd he would give them, 

The day had no ſwner chaſed away the uncomkoꝛtable, and 
obſcure night, but the Ships, Galleys, Bzigandines, æ Galliots, 
and other pzoviſion fox Mar, tok landing about a league dis 

ance from Conſtantinople, being not hindzed oz fozbidden by 
any: whereupon they ſounded the Ozums, Trumpets, Coznets, 
Clarions, and other inſtruments, wherewith they made ſuch a 


tryumphant noyſe, as the people in the City was much amaz-- 


ed thereat. 

The Sage Aliart and Floraman, deſiring to ſ& the Camp of 
the Enemp, requeſted the Empero2,that he would licence them 
to go thither. which his Majeſty would not grant to any: pet 
had he ſuch aſſurance in the knowledge of the Sage Aliart, as 
in what place ſo ever he was, he needed not to fear him, Theſe 
two Rnights thus departedthe City, being Armed with no o⸗ 


therdefence but only their 8 and becauſe the day wy

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fair and clear, they betok themſelves to a little Hill, where 


they might at pleaſure behold the Enemies Army. Divers 
thought it god to ſcout out and to take them, becaule by them 


they might underſtand the ſtrength ok the City, but Albayzer 


would not grant it ſhould be ſo ; wherefo2e he ſent an Eſquire 
unte them, (who attended on him when he was in the Empe⸗ 
r028 Court) to let them underſtand, that if they would come 
near and ſ& his Camp, he, who was then in authozity to come 
mand them, was ſach an indifferent friend unto. them, as they 
might come and depart Without any danger. 
Theſe two Knights gave ſuch credit to the meſſage Albay- 


Z⁊er ſent them, as they went in the Eſquires company, which 


Albayzer perceiving, hæ came fozth (with two Pages in very 
rich apparel, attending on him) to receive them, Akterward he 
went with them thoꝛow the Camp, becauſe they ſhould ſ& the 
mighty ſtrength thereof, and he declared to them the names of 
the Pꝛinces in his company, among whom were very many Gi⸗ 
ants, as terrible and ugly as they which were flain by Dramu⸗ 
ſiand and Palmerin of England, i Tag 
All this while Albayzer had diligent regard to theſe two 
Chziſtian Knights, to (& if all this fight hz had ſhown them 
could diſcourage them with fear oꝛ doubt of their welfare ; but 
they contained ſuch a ſtout andundaunted countenance as they 
ſ&med to diſdain thoſe occaſions.which Albayzer thought ſhould 
molt diſmay them, whereat he did not a little marvel, 

After they had laren the whole Army, Albayzer acompanied 
them very near the City, deſiring them to ſalute the Emperoꝛ 
and Empꝛeſſe from him: then taking his leave courteoufſy of 
them, he returned to his Camp, and they walked on very ſavlp, 
eſpecially, the Sage Aliart, who having fozeſen what would 
happen, could not hide the ſozrow hie ronceived in his mind. 


- Nevertheleſſe, they behaved themſelves pleaſantly at their en. 


trance into the City, becauſe they would not diſcourage the 
minds of the people: but when they were come to the Palace, 


and into the Emperoꝛs pzeſence, Printe Floraman(bpthe com-

But above alk the reſt, the pzide sf Prince Albayzer both

Of what Alb er did, after he had well provided for his Ar- 
my and of the ſuccoux which came to the Emperor Palmerin. 
Lbayzerz poviniui fox the ffrength of his Army, cauſed 
ſuch Trenthes and * of Defence and Tenge. | 
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tion to be made round about his Camp, as they were imagined 
ſufficient to withſtand and reſiſt any furious battery whatſoever, 
And fo that hee would have ſome knowledge of the valoyr.of 
his Enemies, hee appointed his pzincipal Captains in places vf 
impoztance, foz moſt aſſurance of his Camp, and afferwards by 
the conſent of his Counſel, he ſet his Gallys and Ships on fire, 
reſerving but a certain number of his \wifteſt Byzigandines : 
Do that the ſight of the fire made ſuch aſfoniſhment in Con- 
{tantinople,as thep fullyreſolved and determined to hazard their 
lives, oz to ſubdue the pomp and glozy of their Enemies, ſœing 
they pꝛeſume d ſo much on themſelves, — 

The Emperoz ſitting in his Chair in one of the Turrets of 
bis Palace, perceived verp well, that her ſhould not dzive his 
Enemies out of his Empire, without great effuſion of blod, and 
the loſſe of his friends, Foz the ſpace of ſeaven daies, theycon- 
tinued burning their Ships, leaving themſelves deſtitute of 
pꝛoviſion to depart from thence, if Foztune ſhould oppoſe her 
ſelf againſt them, and at the end of ſeaven diies, they of Con- 
ſtantinople began to kirmi ß. 3 

The wounded Pꝛinces had recovered their foꝛmer eſtates ex- 
cept Dramuſiand and the Gyant Almarol : pet the Chirurgi⸗ 
ons aſſured the Emperoz, how the greateſt danger was paſt, and 
they likely to do well enough. In the mean while as King E- 
doard and Primaleon endeavoured. themſelves to koztiſie the 
City, the Governours of thoſe Realms belonging to the Rings 
p2eſent in Conſtantinople, ſent ſuch god pzoviſion of ſtrength 
and fo2ces as they could poſſibly make ready on the ſuddain,but 
J will rehearſe them unto pou who had(in this neceſſity) chiefs 
eft ſuccour ſent them, from their Ringdomes and Seignioꝛies.

The Emperox and his Counſel, appointed, that they which 
were thus come to aſſiſt him, Gould. reſt themſelves foz certain 
daies, becauſe they had luſtained a weary journey, ſo that during 
tbe time, the Mounded perſons were able to bear Armoz, with 
the aid of theſe, they gave battel ts their Enemies.

Then came the Soldan of Perſia, and the eleven knights of 
his companp, they being honozed by the pzelence of the Rings of 
Camba, of Sparta, of Armenia, and the Giant Framuſtant, they 
being all unarmed, The Soldan ot᷑ Perſia deſired greatly to un⸗ 
hozſe Pꝛince Florian of the Forreſt, h& coming fozemoſt with 
the King of Etolia, that was thought the moſt valiant * againſt 
him Palmerin of England determined to Juſt, fo2 hee knew him 
by the Devile in his ſhield, being a Golden Tower, in a field of 
Sable.

ſ#k both his ſtirrops. Florian-aupthe Soldan of Perſia encoun⸗ 
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fred with ſuch fozce, as they were both caſt fozth of their Sad- 
dles, Florendos unhozled the Pyince of Arfaſia, named Argea- 
0: in biet, they were all unhozſed, except Palmerio, Platir, 
and King Polendos, who deſiring to accompany their friends, 
alighted from their Dozſes to charge their Enemies. The Sol- 
dan of Perſia, and the Ring of Zcolia, being moe offended at 
their misfoztune than all the other,p2zeſented themſelves befoze 
their Enemies, aud with the ayd of their companions, they be 
gan the Combat with the Swoꝛzd, but they ſped no better there: 
by than they vid at the Juſt, which the Ladies pittying, andſ&@- 
ing the Soldan ot Perſia in great danger, by reaſon that Florian 
had won the advantage over him, likewiſe that Palmerin and 
Florendos had bought their Enemies into ſubjection, conclud:

dan of Perſia thought very well of her.

Balilliart and Didon, his Bzother, were in Azure Armoz,all 
wꝛought over with little filver ſhꝛubs, and in the ſame manner 
were their ſhielvs, Luyman ot Burgundy, and Tretnoran,had 
their Armoz of Tawny colour, a coldur tonkozmable to their as 
mozous thoughts: but becauſe” Tremoran was out of hape te 
count his Lady, he carryed his Deviſe accozding to his ill hap:

reputed amongſt the Turks fo2 an eſpecial gd knight at arms, 
Florendos and the Ring of Armenia failed in the Jult but they 
met lo fozcibly together with their bodies, as both they aud 
their Yozles tumbled to the ground: Pꝛince Florendos recs 
vered again guicklp, but the Turk was ſo.amazed with his fall, 
as he could hardly tel where he was.wherupon his t woCpuzlus.

- After they had thus encountred with their Lances and many 
Rnights tho to the earth, ſome ſlain dut⸗xight, and others, 
ſome in littte better caſe: they dꝛew their ſwoꝛds on all ſides, 
and began the moſt eruel battel that ever was leren, and the 
Captains returned again to their ſeveral charges, becauſe they 
would not have them fall out of ozder, Argelao, and the Ring 
of Bythinia, fighting on fot againſt Floraman of Ae, and 
Betolde of Spain, were ſuctoured by the Soldan of Perſia, who 
like a noble Captain pꝛaunced among the Ranks to animate. 
and encourage the minds of his friends, and aſſembling them in 
ſundzy companies, he came where theſe kour continued the fight 
fill fiercely : but the Soldan Bellaęris with his Train, ſhewed 
ſuch· pꝛoweſſe on the frech commers, as within a. while, both 
the Soldan ot Perſia himſelf; and the company be bought with 
him, were enkozced to give them place againſt theis wills, leav : 
ing Argelao and the King ol Bychinia in ſuch danger, as had not 
the Ring of Trebiſonde, come upon them with the ſecond Tur- 
kiſh Sauadzon, they had bfen flain by the hands of Floraman , 
and Prince Berolde; The Soldan of Per ſia was ſo greatlygrie- 
ved, ſteing his men ſo vanquiſhed, and they that were left ſo 
out of heart, as he crped fo ſuccour to the Ring of Trebiſonde :- 
with whole aid, he returned to recover what he had loſt, and at 
length made the means to get Argelao, aud the Ring of Bythi- 
niæ thaʒow the pʒeſſe on 1 0027 Hon 1 7 
But he that had thenſev Pꝛince Primalcon might plainly 
have diſcerned his willingneſſe to pꝛevail againſt his enemies: 
fa2 he laid on load fo on every ſide ; and following upon them 
with his train fo nobly, as not one durſt ſtand bekoꝛe him to en» 
dure his fury: by this means he recovered oꝛſe again to Flo: 
raman and Berolde; butthey were:ſo; wnunded, as they were 
glad to get foath of the battel, Primaleon; Palmerin of Eng- 
| Ccc 3 land, 
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land, and Florian of the Fotreſt with their trains / he lu the king 


themſelves a little further off, But on the -left haun ot thin 
Squavzon wap the molt daugerons battel, bet wien Fratmiſtant 
and Dramuſiand, who has gotten great advantage ot his Ene - 
mie, by reaſon that Framuſtants ſwozy was bzoken , to his 
hand, but Albay zer ſent two hundzed knights on fot to help the 
Opant, whieh when Primmaleonpercetver, he ſpake to Palmeric 
of England in this manner: I pꝛap you ir gs withᷣmi to fucs 
tout dar frienn Dramiſiand, fox A will nebet retutn into the 
City, except J have him with me, Mithout any' moze wopws 
they laid about them luffilp,- and knockt down 8 one that 
ſoy e tame where Dramuſiand was: thi- 
ther likewiſe came to defend him ngatuſt his Enemies, the Rt, 
of the Savage man, Horendos, Placir, Polirarda, Pom th 
Sage Aliart, Majortes, Friſol, Blandidon, Don Rofian de la 
Bronde, Belcar, and his Sons, being likewiſe acrompaniev 
with twenty of the moſt renowned Knights in all the Aomp: and 
to aid Framuſtant tame the Soldan of Perſia, and the Ring ot 
Trebiſonde, act nen with a hundzed Knights ot great au- 
thozity and valeur, hep being all on fr. 
hen Primaleon ſaw his friends without their Hozfes he 
alighten likewiſe, and ſo did Pꝛinte Palmerin: but when the 
other-Chiffian Nuights heard that Primaleon fought on fwt, 


they kozſck their {Þo2ſes, aud tame haffily' running tovefeny 


him and now began kuth atruel and dere battel, as on all lives 
tt remainev verp dotibtful and dangerous, Dramufiand and Fta - 
muſtant ſo laid upon tach other with their pummels of their 
Swords, as they were at length ſs ſe travelted; as their 
ſtrokes could but little hurt them, Primaleon and the Ring ot 
Trebĩſonde buckled together. bal fach mus the ſierreneit᷑ of 
their fight; as in the end then were'conftrained to pauſe i while: 
the like happened to Palmerio'of England aud the Soldan of 
Per ſia: but the R ihe Savant man flew tun Knights, 
who came traiterotifly aus treke hem behtnd his back, and Flo- 
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But Majottes was ſo campaſſen in with his enemies, as none 
of his friends might come to help him, ſo that he had ſuc 


tous wdunds given him, as (having ſlain ſo- many of his Sne- 
. r abide him) he fell dawn dend to the ground hir 

Florian of the Forreſt, was ſo grieved when he ſaw hem fall, 
as the tears trickled down his cheeks, and albeit he was in ex⸗ 
tream heavineſſe, pet he followed on them that had killed Ma- 
iortes, and revenged his death noblp, becauſe the death of ſs 
bzave a noble man, was much lamentedof them that knew his 
valiant mind, but moſt eſpecially of his Son Dridan, who with 
anguiſh of mind cast himſelf amongſt his Enemies, and within 
a while be behaved_himſelf fo well, as the Turkes knew to 
their colt his extream griet᷑ fo the death of his Father: yet ſuch 
was His unhappy Foztune tu the end, as being beſet among the 
thickeſtof his ent mies (and many crut i wounds given in divers 
places of his body) he fell to the ground, his vital ſpirit fozſak⸗ 
ing him, and made him folloto his Fathers dead Ghoſt, which 
m uo ſmall grief ta the noble King Edoard of England, in 
reſpect of the great friendſhip and love, that had remafned of 
long time, bet win him and Majortes. 

And becaufe he judged; that fighting thus on fot would ber 
the death of many of his dear friends,he commanded his hardy 
Hozſes to bzeak thzough the Ranks, whereto they pꝛeſently o- 
beped, and ſcattered the trops of their Enemies in ſuch ſo2t as 
all his friends were mounted on Poxſebackagain; and Dramu- 
ſiand and Fram aſtant were ſeparated aſunder »'but at this ſe- 
condencounter, the Ring of Trebifonde, was flain.by the hand 
of the noble Palmerin of England. Dramuſiand and Framu- 
ſtam were ſo dangerouſſſ wounded , as the were not able to 
hold out the fight any longer: wherekoze, they were conveyed 
thence, the one to the Tu kes Tents and the other to the City 
to be tendered with p2eſent regard, acro wing as their dange⸗ 
rous eſtates required. Mhen the con flia was thus bzoken, di- 
vers that hadeutred with the firſt Dquadzon , retyred to fake 
bzeathing: but Primaleon, Palinerin, noz any sf the Empe⸗ 
vos Court heſtde, were auy of them: foʒ it wasn pleaſure to 
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them to eudure the Mels af Arms; fach ſmall account they 
made of their hurts, aud their:enemi e 
Ste ©mmeſſa and theiLavies Ling 
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the, L0:wanyonvble-Geatlemen; With:dzew themſelves 
into their Chambers, where they lamented in ſuch grie vous 
manner; as if they had fen-the-enemy''entred. into the City, 
wherenpon, many Ladies of great authozity (hearing theit pit. 
tikul lamentations) came unto the Palace, repoſiug altogether 
their hope in che aged Emperour, it the Knights in the Fiete 
ſpoulp tail of the via uu: 

- Ring Tarnaes would habe denped the Ladies entrance inte 
the Palace, but it was moze then he could well da: foz hardly 
can any man govern the common people, eſpecially, when a ge- 
neral fear of their lines is thꝛeatned befoze their: eyes. 
The Emperoz himſelf, whoſe vebiſityin years,: and grief ot 
mind, (conteived by this untokt for ftratagem):depzivedhim.of 
bis won ted god judgement, and politick means to pꝛevent la 
great miſchief, as he could not imagine with himſe lt haw to re. 
medy this ſudden mil ⸗foztune: but even with a Momans toe 
mack, rather then the invincihle mind bar had alwaies um 
heretofoze, fell into pulil lanimity aud daubt ful feat with him: 
ſelk, utterly koꝛgettiag the Autient Adage: Audaces Fortina 
j wat, and Targiana, the Pꝛinceſſe of Atmenia, and. all the 
Ladies of the Turkes Camp, were ſo fearful and doubttul ot᷑ the

King Edoard being Seneral ot the ChiiftianArmp,defiritg: 
to witueſſe his noble valour in the feld, (having retten himſelk 
a-pzetty ſpace)dikmounted thʒe Ruightsone aft er another with

mies ona about him do. va liant ln. as they: were: glad to 
avoid and give bim place. Ann inte RHayzet lite wiſt, ſœk- 
ing tohonourhimſelfthis day with2the Reirown of the. field:," 
came upon the Chiiſtians with incredible p2oweſfe » and ſuth 
reſiſtance he made with his frech company,as. the battel endu⸗ 
red à long time very ble aud ttue l ſo that a man could: not 
ay, 4 ich ffoechad the moll advantage, 1 17 7 noting 
Vu then cames new alſanitupdu the Chaiſtians, dy:a great: 
Babs #: number 
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number of Turkes on the left Wing among whom were ſix 
monſterous and terrible Gyants, which affault was ſo hot faz 
the time as the Chꝛiſtians were enfozced f6 retire, The Sp⸗ 
ant Almarol (who had all this while kept rompany with Ring 
Recinde his Lo2d)ſeing the Chꝛiſttans with draw themlelves, 
add2eſſed himſelf to one of the Gpants, called Dramorant, and 
with a mighty Mate that he had gotten in the Battel, he kept 
him ſuch rough play as he could not paſſe on foxwards, as he 
willingly would have done. And King Recinde ſ@ing another 
Gyant named Trafamor, coming to ſtrike at Almarol behind 
his back, ſtepped befoze him to hinder his determination: but 
he being aged and feble, and not able to reſiſt the mercileſſe 
ſtrokes ofthis blody minded Spant. Trafamor, was ſo pitifullp 
wounded, as he fell down at the Spants fœt, who twk his \wozd, 
and thzult it to the heart of King Recinde. | 

Mhich when Pꝛince Palmerin perceived, he was very ſozry, 
and comming in a rage to the Gyant Trafamor, never left him, 
until ſuch time, as he laid him down dead on the ground: but he 
was (ſs ſoze hurt himſelf,as he was glad to get fozth of the bats 
tel; and by the commandment of Pꝛince Primaleon,he was cars 
ryed into the City, where they made great doubt of his lite, by 
reaſon he had loft ſuch abundance of his blood. 
: Almaroland Dramorant were ſundzed, whereupon the death 
of RecindeRing of Spain,was * thꝛough the Army, which 
was ſuch heavy news to Arnedes, King of France, his Couzin, 
and ſingular god friend, (as making no account ok his life) he 
thiew himſelf amongſt his enemies, where (fe king to revenge 
the death of the king of Spain) he loſt his own life, and by him 
was fle in Oniſtalde, Son to Ring Recinde, who fellowed Ar- 
nedes, to revenge his fathers death. 
Ring Edoard and the other Pꝛinces, were fo offended, when 
they ſawtheir'deareff Friends thus caſt on the ground; as they 
ran among the thickeſt of their enemies, and laid on load like 
deſperate men: the Knight of the Savage man likewiſe on 
whole ſhield no manner of Devife could bee diſcerned, it was ſo 
backed and broken in pieres: came unto the Gpant Dramoranc 
and handled him in ſuch knichtly oꝛder, as hemade him tumble 
down dead befo2e him. Dod ä Belcar 
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Belcar and King Polendos, eutring on the King of toliaes 
Trop, were in the end eufozced to pay the ſharpe tribute which: 
Death demandeth of Nature by duty: this unfoxtunate ſucceſſe 
cauſed no little heavineſſe among the Chziſtians, but eſpecially 
to Pzince Berolde of Spain, who: underſtanding. that Ring Re- 
cinde his Father, and Oniltalde his Bzother, were flain by the 
Enemies, he ruſhed in fiercely upon them, determining either 
to revenge their lolle, oz leave his life among; them foz compa⸗ 
UWP, — Wet 120007 ö 
And Pꝛince Floraman ot Sardignia followed cloſe after him, 
butcheriug the. Turks on every five, whereby he manifeſted to 
Paince Bcrolde the entire god Will and affection he bare him: 
but the valiant Florendos did moſt of aH injure. the enemy this 
day, fo2 the Knightly ſtrokes that were ta be ſenon his ſhield, 
delivered a true teſtimony of the great dangers he had eſcaped: 
all which he made of no account, ſuch was bis earneſt deſire to 
revenge the death ok his dear friends, So that this battel may 
be reputed.foz the moſt cruel and perillous that ever was ſen, 
in that ſo many grievous and tragical ſpectacles, were to ber 
ſen that dilmal day, with the loſle ot q number of famous W2ius 
ces and moſt renowned Knights: fo2- there. yoy might have 
ſenDonRoſucl and Bellizart to bzeak hardily thʒough the pꝛeſle 
of their enemies, without either fear oz regard of their own 
lives, to 1 noble Father Pꝛince Belcar: and Fran- 
cian on the other ſive came to ſearch foz his Father, King Po - 
lendos : which the evemies perceiving, and knowing them to 
be near allied to the Emperour, followed. fiercely after them, 
to ſ& who could firft murther them. XL; 
- Puince Berolde was no ſoner come to the place, where his 
Father lay flain, but he ſaw how the Gyant Almarol had loſt 
bis Helmet; and his face ſo pitifully beſmeared with his blod, 
as it was a great grief to all that beheld him, foꝛ he had in that 
place laid ſeven hardy Knights flain at his fat, and determined 
not to foz\ake the dead body of the Pzince,befoze he had loſt his 
on life likewiſe in that place. 
- . The enemies reſiſted Pꝛince Berolde ſo ftrongly, as had it 
- Kot bn foz the ſucceur of the Emperez Vernar, Nen, 
| : OIcne 
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Florendos, and Blandidon; he had ben ſent to kp his Father 
compaup: and Primaleon laboureꝶ very ear neſtly toget the Gi 
ant Almarol fozth of the battel, berauſe her was/veUitute of a 
Vetmet, his Armoz bzoken very much; and his 'body:Wronnded 
in many places, but ſuch was the love and ſtdeltty he bare to his 
Pꝛince, as it was impoſſible foʒ Primatebivtocauſe- him with 
dꝛaw himſelk. - cg 2300S 100] i, -4 

Upon this reſcue ofthe Pꝛinces to Berolde/ the Enemies 
came running again to this place where they were with the Sol4 
dan of Perſia, conducting them, who hearing that Almarol cont? 
tinued mankully killing all that came befoze him, galloped tho⸗ 
dow the Ranks till he came at Almarol: but who'ſs had ſen 
the gallant behaviour of Primaleon and Florendos his Son, in 
defending Almarol from the Enemies fury, would have ima⸗ 
gined the very type of Rnightly valour ts conſiſt in theſe two 
famous Champions, who were not a little grieved toſ@Alma- 
rol ſo willing ts ſ&k his own veath, and could not be percwad⸗ 
ea from that mind by any of his friends, Saus 4 

The Gyant Gramaro {who came in company with the Sol- 
dan of Perſia) advanced himſelf to deal with Almatol, but har⸗ 
dy Florendos ſtepped befoze him, and had flain Him out⸗ right, ik 
Almarol had not caught him about the body: but he being ſo 
grievouſly wounded, as no ſuccour whatſoever could ſave his 
life, fell down dead befoze the Gyant Grainats, whom Berolde 
after ward charged ſo roughly: as Gramato ended his life to acs 
company the Gyant'Aimarol; ene 

Now began the courage of the Chziſtians to encreaſe woꝛthi⸗ 
ly, in that they were ſtronger in that place then the Turks, 
for the Soldan of Perſia was conveped fozth- ok the battel, by 
reaſon of a wound that he had received in the thꝛoat by the puſh 
of a Swoꝛd: fo that the Soldan Bellagc is found god oppoztunts 
ty, to carry the bodies of the King Recinde and Oniſtalde his 
Son fozth of the field, the Pꝛince Berolde helping to conduc 
the bodies, becauſe himſelf had loſt lo much blod, as he could 


ſcantly hold out any longer. 
ard to the Troops of men diſpearſed 
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rityre, koꝛ that Albay zer actompanied with thz& Gyants and a 
number of Knights ((æing the Chiſtians ſoze. travailed) came 
upon them with a freſhcharge : but Bing Edoard met his pꝛoud 
Enemy with ſuch puillance, as he was glad to dꝛaw backto reſt 
ep x while, aſſuring you, that the Bing of England behav 
ed himſelf ſo nobly in the field, as the whole: Chziftian Camp 
repoſed themſelves on him, 5 f 
; Pompides, Baſiliart, the Sage Aliart, Platir, Friſol, Germain 
of Orleance, Luymanpf Buirgundy, Rodamont, Albanis of Frize 
Drogalam, Don Rofiran de la Bronde, Tremoran, Tencbrant, 
Don Roſuel, Bellizart, and divers other of the Chziſtian Kts. 
reſiſted the Enemy very valiantly, and followed ſo faſt upon 
Albayzar and his company, as (had not freſhſupplies fill come) 
thep bad made a.notable conqueſt of their Adverſaries. 
rimaleon left to govern theſe, the Soldan Bellagris, and 
Blandidon went with Florendos, aud Floraman to the noble 
Ring Edoaxd of England, and as they would have appzoached to 
him, they eſpyed the Emperoꝛ Vernar, and Polinarda his B2os 
ther on fat, encloſed with ſuch a number af Turks, as their 
Lives were greatly to be feared: foz the King of Birhinia had 
flain the Emperoz Vernars Pozfe, and falling to the ground, 
Hake one of his Maſters legs in the fall, ſo that the Emperoz 
was fain to ſtand upon one leg to defend himſelf, in which hard 
caſe he was very near his death, but that his brother Polinarda 
ſtept pzelently befoze him, and defended him with ſuch manly 
pꝛoweſſe, as the Enemy could not anp way come to hurt the 
Emperoz, _ 2 
Primaleon ſ&ing the misfoztune of the Emperoz of Alle- 
maign, and how the Turkes ſought every way to take his life 
from him, was ſo overcome with inward grief, as the tears trick⸗ 
led down his cherks: and fearing now the utter ruine of Con- 
antinople, he ran with ſuch courage upon the enemies, as down 
they tumbled dead to the ground on every ſide of him. And Flo- 
rendos thinking his armoz was ſhivered, aud he had no Shield 
ts defend himſelf, yet (accompanied with Pꝛince Floraman) he 
kallowed his Father, ſhewing incredible pꝛoweſſe. Floraman 
ſetled himſell againſt the Ring of Bithinia, and pꝛevailed ſo

well agaiaſt him, as he (ent him headlong to the ground depzi⸗ 
ved ol his lite: but Pcimalcon ſeeing Floraman to be ſomewhat 
ſoꝛe hurt, deſired him ta with⸗ dzaw himſelf out of the battel. 

. When the Turks that were conducted by the King ofBichinia, 
ſaw their Captain flain, they began to retire "_ ſpeedily, by 


which means Primaleon recovered and mounted Polinarda on 
Yozſeback again: but he could not imagine how to get the Em⸗ 
pero2-Vecrnar out of the field ; which made him adventure with 
his men in ſuch danger, as it was doubtful he ſhould have fallen 

into his enemies hands. Fo2 the King of Armenia came upon 
them again with four thouſand men, hoping ts recover that 

which the other Kings had loſt, lo that Primalcon was fain to 
alight from his Hoꝛſe, foz the defence of the Emperoꝛ Vernar: 
in like manner did moſt of the P2zinces and Knights, fearing 
leaſt any harm ſhould come unto the Pꝛince and the Emperoz, 
but many of them were ſlain in this new aſſault, and ſo was 
the Ring of Armenia, with five hundzed ok his beſt tryed Soul⸗ 
diers. 

The Emperoz Vernar ſœing death ready to entertain him, 
and that there was no means foz him to ſhun it, embꝛacedit 
mildly and patiently: but when the poung Pꝛiinces ſaw the 
Emperoꝛ ſlain, they carryed him koꝛth of the field, and bzought 
him with great heavineſſe into the City which was now become 
in a manner deſolate, 

The moſt vertuous and valiant Ring Edoard, ſ&ing himſelf 
left alone with the Soldan Albayzar, whom he dealt fo ſtoutly 
withal, as Pompides, Platir, and the other Pꝛinces might reſt 
themſelves, and caule their friends that were there flain to be 
tranſpoꝛted thence, in the end he bzought Albayꝛer in ſuch es 
ſtate as he had killed him in the field, if he had not been the ſons 
er reſcued by the Gpants that came with him: Nevertheleſſe, 
he taught him his duty lo well, as he tok the Engliſh Pꝛince 
foꝛ a very ſharpe Sholmaſter, 

TAhile King Edoard and Albayzar continued their fight, the 
night dꝛawing on a pace, the trumpets ſounded the retreat, ſo 
that every one haſted unto his enſign ; Ring Edoard ſummon⸗ 
ed his men together they all _— fo well on their Seneral, 
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as they judged themſelves happy to be under his leading, an 
—— Bellagris and Primalcon brought khvir | trains 
likewiſe to him, and after they were all placed in array, the 
Chriſtians betok themſelves to the City, and the Turkesretnr« 
ned to their Camp, 
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Of that which they did at Co»ſta»tinople , -before they gave the 
Enemies the ſecond battel, and of the great mitsfertunes 
which happened in the City, amongſt which chanced the un- 

- timely death ot the aged Empercur Palmerin. 


: A Fter that the Chꝛiſtian and Pagan Pꝛinces, with their 
Foxces on either ſide, were thus xetired to their ſeveral 
Holds, by the conſent of Albayzer and Palmerin, the Pyzinres 
afid Knights that were ſlain in the Battel, were carryed thence 
to be interred, and their funerals- to be perfo2zmed ; but fo2 the 
grievous complaints made in the City, foz the loſſe of ſo many 
noble and renowned Princes, Jleave them ts the judgement 
of the courteous Reader, who muſt nds think the griek to be 
great, in that Chzitenvome received ſuch a loſle as in many 
years could not be recovered again. The - conſideration hereof 
entred ſo deep into the aged Emperoꝛs heart, as he fozſok this 
earthly vail of miſery, peilding his ſcul to God, and his body 
fo the bowels of his mother, from whence it came at firſt ; at 
which time, the enchanted bird that he kept in his Palace, ſung 
the times together with a very pittiful note, ſo that both old 
and poung in the Court, did not a little marvail thereat. c 
Of this bird, pou may read moze at large in the nofable any 
famous Hiſtozy of the Empereꝛz Palmerins life, which Bok is 
called Palmerin D'Oliva. a Piſtozy plentifully ſtoꝛed with dil⸗ 
courſes of ſingular delight; being koꝛ the wopthinelle thereof , 
eſtesmed of many Nations, as this Miſtozp is likewiſe :; and 
therefoze, foz the exceflency of this*afszeſaid Hiſfozy, and in 
reſpec it dependeth on matters bꝛielly touched in this bk ſo 
that it is accounted as a parcel of this Hiſtozy, J intend (Gov 
aiding me) to publiſh it ſhoztly; when (J doubt not) but the 
: gentle 
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geetle Reader ſhall find it wozthy of the commendations that J 
have-yſed of it in this place. The Dbſequies and Funerals of 
the Emperoz were (olemnized with great pompe and dignity ; 
in like manner did they honour the Emperoꝛ of Allemaigne: and 


the other Kings that were ſlain inthe battel. {61.7 
Not many daies after, the Mounded Pzinces found thems 
ſctves in gwd diſpoſition again, whereupon they determined to 
enter the field, becauſe the enemies demanded the battel ; but 
firſt of all they pzovidedfoz the ſafeguard of the City, which was 
committed to the charge of King [arnacs of Lacedemonia 
and the Sage Aliart of the Obicure Valley, they having in their 
conduct five hundzed Knights on Hole back, and four thouſand as 
ble Fwft-men, and foz the reſt of the Chziſtians they were dis 
vided into ſix ſeveral bands, The firſt was conducted by Pꝛince 
Primalcon who had attending on him two thouſand and five 
hundzedRnights,. The ſecond Band, being of the ſame num- 
ber, was committed to Pꝛince Floraman of Sardignia, The 
third to Ring Eſtrellant. The fourth, to Albanis of Frieze. 
The fifth, to Drapos Duke of Normandy : all theſe five bands 
being alike in number. The ſixt was under the charge of the 
noble King Edoard, to whom came all the reſt of the Chaiftian 
Souldiers. The Soldan Bcllagris with his train, had the 
charge of the outer Mings to give aid where he ſaw nerd requi⸗ 
red. | | 
When theſe Knights departed from the City toward the 
Helv, they were all in black Armour, and their Shields of the 
fame colour without any deviſes, their Hozſes were likewiſe 
trapped in black, and the moze to exp2eſle their inward heavi⸗ 
nelle, they would have neither D2zum, Trumpet, no2 any kind 
of Jnſtrument uled in War with them, Nevertheleſſe, albeit 
this ſad pzoceding to the battel, declared their own heavineſſe, 
pet was it likewiſe a fear and terrour to the enemy,ſ&ing them 
coming far from them: and every man had cloſed the beaver of 
his Helmet, becauſe the enemy ſhould not perceive their monrns 
ful countenances. i RE 
When they were come to the place where the battel ſhould 


be kought, they ſpꝛead themſelves abzoav in the Field, _ 
e 
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the deviſe of their Captains, without making any manner of 
nopleatall, The-Fot-men came after, being all atfyzevm 
blacklikewiſe, and without either Dꝛums, Phikes, oz Trum - 
pets, whereby they gave the Enemies to underſtand, What uns 
fained love and affection they bare to the Emperoz; and how 
they could not fo2get,what gracious and friendly entertainment 
he was wont to make to his very enemies. 

A thing which all Pꝛinces ought to have in regard, and in res 
membzing the great vertue of this kamous Emperoz to govern 
their Ringdomes in ſuch lozt, as the people may rather know 
what a grievous loſſe they have by the death of ſuch a Pzince , 
then to behave themſelves in ſuch manner as their Subjects 
ſhall re joyce to be rid of their Governour. The Turks were 
greatly abaſhed,ſeing their enemies come marching in this oꝛ⸗ 
der, tbey knew well by their mourring Habits,that they would 
in this battrl, make no account of their lives, . 

But Albayzar ſaing the aſtoniſhment of his Souldiers, 
came to encourage them like a noble Captain, laying befoze 
them the renown of the victo2y, which ſhould be the recompence 
of all their travels, and a ſufficient revenge fo2 the death of ma⸗ 
ny of their Parents and friends, who loft their lives befo2e the 
Walls of Conſtantigople, foꝛ which cauſe this War was firff 
enterpzized. a 

When he had a god ſpace uſed theſe and ſuch like ſpeches to 
them, they began to ware deſirous of the battel, and chaſing all 
their fozmer fears out of remembꝛance, they marched on after 
the ſame manner as they did in the firſt battel, ſaving that they 
were under the charge of other Captains, fs2 that they which 
conducted them befoze were lain. Their Armour was very 
much bꝛoken and bzuiſed, and ſo dyed with the blod that iſſued 

from their bodies, that it was almoſt as ſtrange a ſight in the 
field, as the Chꝛiſtians ſad and mournful habits of black. 

Ring Edoard ſeeing his men placed in decent oder, and the 
. in ſuch regard as he thought merteſt, he gave charge 
to Prinialeon to give the onſet with his company, koz he hay 
with him the noble Palmerin of England, Florian of the For- 
reſts Florendos, Platir,Pompides, Blandidon, Don Roſuel.Bel- 
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Mart, Drogalant, Ring of Navarre, the Gyant Dramuſiand, and 
the moſt renowned Pꝛinces of the Court. | 

On the enemies five; the Ring of #colia was firft in the field, 
becauſe he conducted the fozemoſt troope, wherein was the moſt 
—— Knights in all the Turkiſh Army beſides the Gyent 

ramuſtant; who de ſired above all other things to pꝛevail againſt 
Dramuſiand. The Chziſtians finding themſelves in a readi- 
neſle, the Tur ks ſounded their Dzums and Trumpets to begin 
the battel : but ſuddenly came on chem lo great a Tempef, as 
they returned back again, being not able to jopn in fight, foz 
the ſpace of tws hours akter. 

In the mean time while this Tempefcontinueth let us re⸗ 
turn to the City of Conſtantinople, u hich( as pou have heard be: 
koze) was committed to the charge of Tarnaes Ring of Lace- 
demonia, and the Sage Aliart of the Obſcure Valley, who find- 
ing by his Art that the City of C pore” 6 would bee 

bzought to deſtruction, and that Ring Edoard of England, and 
the Pꝛinee Primaleon with the reſt of thePzincesand Knights 
that maintained the Mar would ſtand in great Hazard of loſe» 
ing their lives, being not able to avoid the cruelty of the Turks 
who would get the City into their poſſeſſion ; upon theſe akoze⸗ 
ſaid conſiderations, he determined to p2ovive-fo2 the ſafety of 
the Pꝛinceſles and Ladies of high authozity, who were (moſt of 
them) great with Childe,ayd near the time of their deliverance, 
Taherefoze that the kruit ok their bodies might not periſh in 
this extremity, he raiſed a very darke and obſcure Cloud, which 
ſhadowed the light of the firmament in ſuch ſozt, as not only 
they in the field were covered therewith, but alſo the City was 
ſo BAR in the Cloud, as it was not poſſible foz them ta del⸗ 
cern it. | 

In the mean while, both the Armies remained in great a- 
mazement by this darkneſſe, as they had not the power to met 
together, Aliart conveyed thzough this darke. Cloud, the Em⸗ 
p2eſſe, the Pꝛinceſſe Polinarda, and all the other Pꝛinceſſes 
and Ladies beſide, to the Perillous Iſle, which Pꝛince Palme- 
rin of England had beſtowed on him © and he ſhadowed the Iſle 
likewiſe (by his Enchantment) - ſuch manner, that it remain- 
ee ed 
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ed (as ft were) inviſible, until Aliart conceived ſo well of the 
time and ſeaſon, as he thought god to diſcover it. Thele Ladies 
wereſurp2ized with-marvailous admiration, when they found 
themſelves not inConſtantinoplc,but in aftrange Land, where 
they could uot have their company, who had endured ſo many 
hard and dangerous con flias fo2 their ſakes, this (above all o- 
ther cauſes) did moſt offend and trouble their conſciences, yet 
at length. when they ſaw no other remedy, they wers glad to 
pꝛadiſe and content themſelves, withokten viſiting each other 
in their Chambers, to expel. all other cogitations that ſem irk: 

{ome unto them. | 

Thus will we leave the @mpzeſſe and her Ladies inthe Pe- 
tillous Iſle, and return to Ring Tarnacs at Conſtantinople, 
who (after the Cloud was vaniſhed away and the day clear a- 
gain) ſ@ing that the Empzeſſe with ber Ladies, and the Sage- 
Aliart had fozſaken bis company, conceived-ſuch extream grief 
within himſelf (doubting leaſt ſome milchance had befallen 
them) as amidſt his pitiful: lamentations he yeildedup the 
Ghoſt) leaving the City fo comfoztieſſe and deſpairing within 
themſelves, ag they deſired to finiſh-their lives kozſaking quite 
all hope in them that were iv the field, to whom happened what 
Foxtuue had oꝛdained, as you.may read in the Chapter follow⸗ 
ing. :

and what happened therein. | 


T e darke Cloud being gone out of fight, and the Sage Ali · 
Art having bꝛought the Empꝛelle and her Ladies to the Pe- 
rillous Iſſe, the day began to waxe clear again, and the Armies 
marched foꝛ ward to met together. But as they were about to 
enter the skirmiſh, they heard a moſt lamentable and- pitiful 
out cry, which made them ſtay their hands, and loking about 
to ſe the cauſe ot this noyſe, they ſaw a great many Ladies and 
Damalels come fo2th et the City, with their Mair diſperſed 
abzoad over their ſhoulders, and wzinging their hands in — 

grievous 
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grievous manner, And foz that thop had lost the Ring Tarnacg 
and the Sage Aliat, whom they knew were left foz their fuccour 
and defence : thep came into the Chꝛiſtian Camp, to their Mul- 
bands, Bzethzen. Sons, and Rinſmen: Foz ſ&ing they could 
pꝛomiſe tothemſelves no aſſurance in the City, they would live 
and dye with them in the Field, 
- King kdoardandPrimilcon were ſo amazed at the clamour 
of theſe Women, as they cauſed their Enſigns to ſtap, and com⸗ 
manded the Poxſe-men not to bzeak their Array, till they had 
xaderitod the cauſe of this diſoꝛder: but when it was told them, 
how that Ring Tarnaes and the Sage Aliart had fozlaken the 
City, they were both dziven into a great admiration with them. 
ſelves, whereupon they ſent Pompides, aud Platir, into the Ci- 
ty, to hꝛinꝝ them certain tydings of this unlwked fox miſchance. 
hen theſe two Knights were come into the City,' and 
heard after what manner Ring Tarnaes dyed, as alſo how the 
Sage Aliart was gone, no man could tell whither : they began 
to think within themſelves, that both they and all their Train 
were bꝛaight to ſuch extremity, as Foxtune had concluded to 
finiſh the memoꝛzy of their Rnightly deeds by delivering their 
lives to the Swoꝛd of their enemies, They did likewiſe per⸗ 
{wade themſelves, that the Sage Aliart abſented himſelf fo2 no 
other occaſion, but only becauſe he perceived their general de⸗ 
ſtruckion was at hand: and in this reſpec; they judged: her had 
p2ovided ſome refuge fox the Empꝛeſle and the Ladies, that 
their Enimies might not triumph in their mil ⸗ kong unes, to the 
great diſcontentment of their Lozds and Hus bands. 

With theſe heavy news they returned to the Camp again 
certifying Ring Edoard and Primaleon, hom the Sage Allart 
was depar tes: Mhereupon they concluded by genetal defers 
mination, to with-dzaw themſelves into the City, to make p20« 
viſion fox the defence thereof, befoze they would enter the battel 
with their enemies. | | 

But J aſſure you, it was a pittiful fight to behold, how the 
Men, Women, and Chikozeu, came and kell down at the Pꝛin⸗ 
tes fit, and the ancient Citizens, with their gray heads, and 
white beards, being lo weak and ker ble with age, as they were 
Eee 2 glad 
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glad to ſuppoꝛt themſelves with their ſtaves ; making all their 
humble requeſts, that they might rather enter the battel, and 
there to end their lives, then to be deſtroyed at home with their 
Wives and Childzen by the Enemy. | | 

King Edeard, Primaleon, and all the other Pzinces were not 
a little abaſhed, finding the Palace in ſuch a deſolate manner ,. 
neither the Empz2eſle, the Pꝛinceſſes, noz any of the other La- 
dies to be found, this ve red their minds with unexpꝛeſſeable 
grief, Thep went into their accuſtomed Chambers, and not 
finding them there to whom they were moſt affectionate,” their 
very ſouls were ready to fozlake their bodies: foz the poung 
P1inces: enjoping their {wet Ladies ſo ſhozt a time, fo2 whoſe 
ſakes they had ſuffered ſo many bitter bzunts , they thought 
themſelves not able to live any long time, being deprived of: 
their company, whom they honoured with moſt pure and unkai⸗ 
ned affed ion. Foz now their pains were greater then ever they 
had been befoze, aud this miſhap was moe irkeſome to them 
then all the dangers paſt, becauſe their Ladies were the re- 
wards of their Knightly vicozies; but having thus loft them un 
ſuch a ſudden, they were out of hope to enjop the fight of them 
aupmoze, wherefg2e:thep ſemed as men deprived of their ſen⸗ 
ces, loking gaſtly and fearfully one upon another, knowing not 
which wap to comfoxt_ oz redꝛeſſe their pꝛeſent heavineſfe, 

In this caſe the Chziſtian Pꝛiuces remained fo2 the ſpace of 
the daies, having na mind at all to give their enemies battel, 
during which time Pliwmaleon made convepance of the agen men, 
with their Mies and Childzen in the night time, to divers of 
his Caſtles and Foꝛtreſſe near adjoyning, knowing them karre 
unable to help in this extremity, and then he cauſed the Malls 
of the City to be beaten flat tothe gr ound, which was thought 
gd by the advice of every one to bat ſo done, and that fo2 two 

elpecial eauſes. The ſirſt, that it wouls moze animate and im⸗ 
bolden the Chziſlians in the time of battel, ſeing themſelves 
diſpoiled of the place, wherein they repoſed. their aſſurance of 
ſafety; The other ; that the Enemies hould-not vaunt how 
they had deſtroyed the City, but that it was defaced by the Cbꝛi⸗ 
ſtiaus themſelves; if ſo be keztune ſuffered them to enjoy the 

victouw, 2 Thep 
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They ok the City ſ&#ing the ZQalls ſo ſpoiled, even to the 
Very firſt foundation thereof, conceived ſuch hatred againſt the 
Turkes (whom they reputed to cauſe the ſubverſion of their 
Qrongeft defence) as they pzepared themſelves altogether to 
enter the field,to revenge themſelves on their pꝛond anduſurps 
ing Enemies: and ſo they marched all with the Princes, into 
the field, who went in the ſame manner as they did befoze+, 
whilſt Aliarr conveyed the Empzclle and her Ladies from Con- 
{tautinople tothe Per illous Iſle. 

Albay zer knowing well the intent of his Enemies, comman⸗ 
ded his Captains, to place their men in arrap, afterward, the 
Trumpets ſummoning them bzavely to the Battel, hee com- 
manded the King of Ætolia to give the onſet. with his Band to 
the Enemy: whereto the King pꝛeſently obeyed, and coming on 
gallantly with his Trop of men, Pzince Primaleon pzepared 
bimſelk to receive him, and giving his Yozſe the Spurs, he 
pꝛevailed ſo foztuuately in the Encounter, as he made the K. 
of Etolia meaſure his length on the ground, but hee was quick⸗ 
ly ſuccoured by his men, otherwiſe Primaleon had given him 
vis deaths Wound, Palmer in of England ran againſt Pꝛince 
Argelao, and met him with ſuch puiſlance, as his Lance peirced 
clean thzough his body, ld that he fell to the ground, ſtarke 
dead: the like did the Knight of the Savage man to a valiant 
Rnight named Richard, who was eſtæ med a ſingular Captain 
amongt the Turkes: Pꝛince Florendos, Placir, Gracian, Be- 
rolde, and the other Knights, flew them out · right likewiſe that 

encountred them in the Juſt. Dramuſiand and Framuſtant 
bꝛake their Lauces, but yet they kept their Hozſes valiantly: 
whereupon they dzew their Swoꝛds, and began tocharge each 
other very furioully. | . 
The Chziſtians behaved themſelves ſo woꝛthily at this firſt 
encounter, as the King of Ætolia (whoſe train were twice fo 
many in number, as they with Pꝛinte Primaleon) was glad to 
retire, being not able to endure the hardy ſtrokes of the Pin- 
ces, Palmerm, Florian, and Florendos : were fain to betake 
themſelves fo2 refuge to the ſecond Squadzon; which was cons 
ducted by the Ring of Caſpia, r came bzavely upon 8 
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leon and his companp, pet not able to enfozce them to retyze 
one fot back from them, foz Palmerin and the other-Pzinces 
maintained the fight ſo ſharpely againſt them, as they were once. 
moze compelled to recopl backward: UUhbich the Soldan of 

Perſia perteibing, he came to aſſiſt them with his company, when 
in ſoth he had made a great flaughter of the wearied Chziſti⸗ 
aus, it it had not ben fo2 the Pꝛince Floraman ; whoſ&ing the 
Soldan of Perſia, came ſo faſt fo wars with his Dquadzoy, hs 
ruſhed in upon them with his band of men, and reſiſted them in 
verp gallant manner. | Eat 8 a 
* _ Palmerin bare great malice ts the Soldan of Perſia, becauſe 
he was ſo amo2ous of the Pꝛinceſle Polinarda his Witfe,wheres 
foe he ran fiercely againf him, and bake his Lante ſo bzavelp 
an him. as the Soldan tumbled headlong hackward out ok his 
Saddle: but the Turks laboured earneſtly to mount the King 
again, aud Primalcon went to aid Pꝛince Floraman, who was 
likewiſe caſt beſide his Poꝛſe. | 5 . 
Thus were they helping one another of them nearef at hand, 
ſo that they had fozgotten Dramuliand and Framuſtant, who 
having fazſaken their hozſes, kought ſo long together and in ſuch 
cruel manner, as their bodies were Wounded in manp places, 
but Dramuſiand was like to ſuſtain the wozſt, in that Framu- 
ſtant was alliſted againſt him by another Raight, named Gran- 
tor: and-Dcamuſiaud had been flain between them, if it had not 
ben foz Pꝛince Florian, his dear friend, who came aud buckled 
with.Grancor.in ſuch ſozt, as he laid him dead at his feet im- 
mediatelp. * f . | 

When the Turks beheld that Grantor was flain, they envi⸗ 

roned Pꝛince Florian aud Dramuſiand ſo terrible on every ſide, 
as their lives were bꝛought into ſome danger; but King Eſtrel- 
lant of Hungaria (who had the charge ot the third - Chziſtian 
Squadꝛon) entred upon the Turks, and dzove them back per⸗ 
force, till they ſaw their friends brought into ſafety again, and 
Framuſtant was veryuear diſcharged. of his life, but the Sol- 
dan Albayzer ſeeing his danger, commanded them altogether 
to tun on the Chꝛiſtians, the like did Ring Edoard to his men, 
becauſethep ould help their kellous in their neceſſity, Flo- 
| rian 
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ran ſting Albayzarcoming With his Lance charged in his reſt, 
Fe be the ſpurs, ts met him, and thele two woꝛthy 
lights encountred together ſo nobly, as Albaytar was glad 
to catch hold about the neck of his Hoſe to ſhun the fall: but 
the Paince Florians Hozſe was ſo weary with travail, as he fell 
to the ground under his Maſter, who leapt out of the Saddle 
quickly, ſo that he ſuſtained no harm by the fall, Albayzar las 
boured very earneftly, to get Dramuſiand and Pyince Florian 
within the ranks of his men, becauſe he ſaw how cruelly the 
hacked and he wen the Tuckes that he thought himſelf happii 
who could avoid their pzeſence, but pet ſnch a-company of men 
had Albayzer hem d them in withal, as the loſſe of their lives 
were now determined, if the Soldan Bellagris and Polinarda 
had not arrived there with expedition, oz they walking up and 
down with their bands ol men, to give aid where they perceived - 
neceſſity required, ſaw the dangerous eſtates ot Dramuſiand 
and Florian, and thzuſting in upon the Turkes with great puif- 
ſance, they reſcued Dramuſiand, and bzought him forth of the 
Army tore&himlelf a while, and they mounted Florian on 
Dozlebackagain,notwithſfanding all the pzaciſes of the Ene⸗ 
mie to the contrary, but they were glad to convey Framuſtant 
forth of the battel likewiſe, fo; they ſaw- him ſo ſoze travelled, 
as he was ſcant able to ſtand on his fœt. 

After that theſe twoGyants were ont of the field; the grea⸗ 
teſt hurly burly was-by the Pꝛinte Primalcon, becauſe Palme 
rin of England and the Soldan of Perſia (they being on fot ) 
fought marvailous fiercely together, the like did Polinarda 
with a ſtout Turke named Ferrebrocque, whichcauſen the men 
on all ſides to haſten to this conflict, The Ring of Ecolia ac- 
companyed with five hundzed Knights on fot, came to reſeue 
the Soldan of Perſia, but Berolde of Spain, remembzing the 
death of King Recinde his Father, joyned in fight with the King 
of Xrolia, Ring Edoard came thither with bis trop of men , 
to allift his friends, and ſo did Albayzar on the behalf of the Sol. 
dan of Perſia, he bzinging with him many Knights, beſide four 
ftout and cruel Gpants, -whoſe pzeſence div much terriſte the 
Chziftians, ſo that many of them durſt not enter the fight. with 
ſuch Monſters. | Pet 
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Net could not all theſe Knights and Gpants diſmay the no⸗ 
ble Palmerinof England, but he continued in fight ſo bzavelp 
with the Soldan of Per ſia, as he would not leave him till he aw 
him flain at his fot ;: fox whoſe death the Turks lamented ve⸗ 
ry much, in that he was the p2incipal Captain under Pꝛince 
Albayzar, who likewiſe t wkthe Soldans death ſo heavily, as he 

came with his men upon the Chꝛtſtiaus like.amad-man, 
The vidoꝛp of Pzince Palmerinagainſtthe Soldan, was but 
little comfot to him, in thathe ſaw Pꝛince Polinarda; (who 
fought ſtill againſt Ferrebrocque) fall downe dead ts the 
ground, and Ferrebroque with divers other Turkes fail 
down flain-on each ſide ol him likewiſe ; but the death of Poli- 
 narda was very grievous to his friends and companions, in that 
the Emperoꝛ Vernar his Bꝛother was killed in the firſt battel, 
and the Empꝛeſſe Bazilia (ſing her Lozd and husband gone) 
repoſed all her hope and comfozt on the Pꝛince Polinarda.Flo- 
rendos, whoſe grief could not be expꝛelled foz the death of his 
friend P. linarda, becauſe they had ben nouriſhed all their pouth 
together in the Emperozs Court, to revenge the death of his 
dear friend and companion, be ran fiercely amongſt the thickeſt 
of his enemies, and the firſt he met withal was the Gyant Pan. 

dolfo, who holding a mighty mace in his hand, advanced himſelf 
to receive Pꝛince Florendos. ä 
Then began a fierce and terrible Combat between them, ſo 
that within a while, the Gyaut Pandolfo railed and exclaimed 
againſt his Gods hozribly, finding himſelf not able to reſiſt the 
fozce of one Knight, he being wont to vanquiſh every one that 
entred fight with him: but Florendos not regarding his rail- 
ing woꝛds, brought him into ſuch feeble eſtate, as at length her 
fell down on his knees, when Florendos taking off his Helmet, 
ſtroke off his head from his ſhoulders. Berolde of Spain, likes 
wiſe flew the Ring of Etolia, which when Albayzar perceived, 
he came running on Bcrolde, and twenty Knights with him 3 
ſo that they had murthered the Spaniſh Pꝛince amongſt them, 
but the Soldan Bellagris hindzed their determination «. fo2 h 
came with his band of men and reſcued him; commanding kour 
Knights to carry him fo2th of the battel, fo2 that he ſeemed — 
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cher a dead man, then one that had any lite left in him, and in 


this ozder he was bzought to Pacentio the Emperozs chief 


Chamberlain, who had the charge given him foz the Wounded 


perſons, becauſe ye was very skilful therein, and being a man 
of very anctent time, he was not judged fit to enter the fight, 
Pꝛince Berolde's mif-foztune was ſuch grief to his friends, as 


they rather deſired to bear him company, then to live in hope of. 
an uncertain vickozp, which was the moze doubtful to them 


when theyremembzed the loſſe of the @mperour Vernar, King 
Recinde, and the other 3 5 

But the Knight of the Savage man ſeing the great ſlaugh⸗ 
ter that Albayzer made of his friends, p2icked thozow to the 
place where he was, and came unto him with theſe wozds, 
Now is the time Albayzar which alloweth us oppoztunity to 
ſatisfie our long dellred revenge of each other, and becauſe we 
two are the ocrafions of all this trouble, J pꝛay the let this 
quarrel ve ended between the and mee, and let not thofe (who 
are innocent in this matter) loſe their lives fo2 our offences, 


Jam ſo glad (ſaid Albayzar) that it is my god hap to mæt 


with thee at this time, as J would not change my pꝛeſent Foze 
tune koꝛ the mot renowned eſtate in the Wozld, 1 

So bneaking off, theſe two valiant Pzinces began a fierce 
Combate, wherein Albayzar was bzought into great danger, 
but that a Gyant named Altrope came and defendedhim, which 
Gyant the Knight of the Savage man ſwn depꝛived of his life, 
and would have gone afterward fozth of the battel to reſt hims 
ſelf a while, but the King of Sparta came with a great many 
Knights, and Fomparey the Kuight of the Savage man in ſach 
ſozt, as he was fully determined to loſe his life amongſt them. 
Pet ſo it chanced that Primaleon and Palmerin, (who ſaw the 
hard caſe of his bzother Florian) arrived there, and at this bicks 
ering they flew the King sf Sparta, Luimeno his Son, and Ane 
tiſtes his bother, beſide many other Knights and perſonages of 
great arcount eon the Chziſkians ſide were flain Lenebrant 
and Francia! 133 e lofſe the Chziſtians did very much lament. 
Then was tydings bought to the Soldan Bellagris, that one 
had killed his Son — repoꝛt was ſo grievous to 


him 
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him, as he-bzake thozow the thickeſt of. his Enemies, till har 
came where his Soune lay ; then p2eſently he alighted from 
his Hozle, and coming to his Son he made ſuch ſozrowful las 
mentations over him, as would have moved a ſtony heart to pit- 
ty. Blandidon, who had pet ſome life left in him, hearing the 
voyce of the Soldan of Nequee his father, opened his eyes, and 

red to litt up his head to ſpeak unto him: but ſuch was his 
febleneſſe, as he could not move his head, whereupon he was 
carrpedfozth of the field, and committed tothe cuſtody of the old 
Pacentio. 

Bellagris tak the matter ſo heavily fo2 his Son, as he con- 
- cluded to finiſh his daies in that place, and ſo cruelly was he al⸗ 
ſaulted, by his enemp, as he like wiſe reſigned his vital ſpirit, 
after he had killed the Gyant Malearque. | 

In this conflict were flatn of the Turkes, the King of Gamba, 
and his two Bzothers,theGyant Piſiſtrato, the Ring of Caſpia, 
the GyantFramuſtanc, who was flain by the noble Dramuſiand, 
beſide a number of famous Turks, and on. the Chziſtians fide 
were ſlain Germaine of Orleance, Luyman of Burgundy, Pom. 
pides the Ring of Scots, and divers other wozthp Chziftian 

Souldiers. 

But then to amaze them the moze, a number ok Citizens of 
Conſtantinople, biought fozth ſuch richneſlſe as was left in the 
City, and ſet it on fire befoze the enemies face, to the end that 
if the enemy remained victo2, he ſhould not vaunt of the ſpoil 
ok their gods: but they being not ſo content, when they had 

burnt their riches, went and ſet on fire the bzaveft buildings 
in the City, and one after another bzought them all into Cin⸗ 
ders, which was no ſmall grief to the Chziſtian Army, ſ&inc 
ſuch a renowned City ſo ſet on fire, which had tryumphed over 
all other Nations, TOR 

Albay zer ſ&ing the Chyiftians ſtricken in a maze at the ſight 
of the fire, came with a freſh band of men upon them, and the 
Knight of the Savage man ſ&ing Albayzer comming , buckled 
himlelk againſt him, where on either ſide was bon incredible 
P2owelle : but in the end, the Pzince Florian pyevailed - ſo well 
againſt his Enemy, as he yeildey up the Ghoſt at his fot ; _ 
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the Turkes beholding, they began to kaint very much, in that 
their whole hope and refuge lay in the Pꝛince of Babylon, ne- 
vertheleſſe; ſuch was their affection to him, as they would not 
depart from his dead body, but hem d in the Knight of the Sas 
vage man ſo hardly on every ſive, as they had almoſt ſlaiu him, 
but that he was reſcued by divers of his friends, who in ſhozt 
time got the better of the Turks, and the Rnight of the Savage 
man waSrcarryed to the old Pacentio, who judged him almoſt 
paſt recovery. 

Thus did the Chziſtians obtain the vicozy of the Turks, als 
beit with little pleaſure to themſelves, fox ſuch (mall account 
they made of the honour they had gotten, as no man had any 
mind to go fetch the riches which was left in the Turkes Tents 
ſo grievouſly did they take the loſſe of their friends, aud the abs 
ſence of the Ladies, whom they thought never ta ſe& again, 

The common Hinds and Boes of the Country, came fa 
ranſack the Turks Tents, and becauſe they had moze knows 
ledge of the Gold, then of the infinite riches of the p2ecions 

tones, and other Jewels, they twk their fill of the wozft, leaves 
ing thoſe things behind them of greater eſtimation : not much 
unlike to Æſops Cock. that foꝛſo a pꝛecious fone, foz a Barly 
com;but-it.is to be committed to the b2uitiſþneſſe. of the people, 
in that they had not ben bzought up in places of knowledge and 
Kod judgement, | :

The counſel and adviſe that the Sage Atrart gave to them of 
the Empire of Ceuſt ant inople. And how he cauſed the body 

of the Emperour Palmerin, and the other Princes that were 
wounded in the Battel, to bee conveyed ta the Perillous Ie. 
VV Par the Chziſtians had thus pꝛevailed againſt, the 
VV Turk, the Sage Aliart came into the Chꝛiſtian Camp, 
and ſet down oꝛder, that all they which had ben fl ain in the bat⸗ 
tel ſhould be buried in ſuch manner, as their poſterity after them 
ould remember their ſingular pꝛoweſle in this battel againſt 
the great Tutke. Aut as foz them that were living, yet very 
ſoꝛe Wounded; he anointedthem with a certain kind of Oynt⸗ 
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ment, the vertue whereok were ſuch as it taſt them into a ſound 
flep. ST, — i 
Jn the mean while Argentao, the Governour of the Pro- 
found Iſle (whom the Sage Aliart had commanded to come) ar. 
rived in the Pozt ot᷑ C onſtantinople, with four Gallpes, and bee 
ing come on ſhoze, the Sage Aliart and he went into the City, 
and commanded all the Inhabitants to aſſemble themſelves to⸗ 
gether, which they did immediately, when he began to let them 
underſtand, what [mal hope was to be repoſed on the lives of

Beſide, thepſhouldcall home again thoſe Citizens, who (fox 
fear of danger) had taken themſelves ts the near adjopning 
Foztreffes, and by a General voyce to chuſe them a Governour, 
fo2 otherwiſe they ſhould not contain themſelves within bounds 
of aſſurance, And therefoze (quoth he) J am the moze willing 
you ſhould chuſe pou a Governour, (if ſo be the Emperoꝛz Pri⸗ 
maleon, and, Pzince-Florendes his Son, ſhould finiſh their 
lives, by the hurts they have received in the battel, becauſe J 
would not have you left comfo2tleſſe ; but this von muſt under⸗ 
ſtand; that the young Pꝛince Primaleon, Son of the noble Flo. 
rendos and the Pꝛinceſſe Miragarda, muſt be the next inheri- 
four of the Empire, Now, fo2 that the Childe is very poung, 
and beſide, he is a great way hence, I wiſh ou would get pou 
ſuch a Governcur as map be thought worthy of ſo great a 
charge, and whom you map be well contented withal, until young; 
- Primalcon come to ſufficient pears, that he may be able tore: 
ceive his ropal Scepter of Government, |; 
And this J muſt deſire you, that pou will not: he offended be⸗ 
cauſe J kep the Childe ſo far from you;: fox A aſſure: * her 
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wall be daily in the company ok other noble Pꝛinces, with wham 
be ſhall exerciſe Knightiy Arms, and learn the Rules ok dtl⸗ 
cretion and vertue, where with it is neceſlary a Pꝛince ſhould be 

adozned. Foz pour ſel ves I woyla with vou to a20er your deal⸗ 
ings ſo well, as he that hall ſuccekd this Empire, map receive 
no occaſion to diflike you: and that pou may continue your courſe 
the better, J will come divers times to viſit you, to let youune 
derſtand of the welfare of the Emperoz Primalcon. 

The Citizens of Conſtantinople tok in very god part theſe 
friendly ſpeeches, but they were not a little agrieved that there 
was no greater aſſurance of the Emperoz Pcimalcons life: 
wherefoze ſ&ing the Sage;Aliart, excuſed the matter ſo well, 
they requeſted ofhim,that he would tell them in what place the 
poung Prince was nourithed, that they might come ſometimes 
to viſit him as their Lozd and Soveraign. 

Pour requeſt (ſaid Aliart) is very great, pet will J ſome:

the bodies of the other Kings and Pꝛinces which he cauſed to 
be conveyed into one of Argeatacs Galleyes ; but Primalcon, 
Ring Edoard and his Sonnes, Berolde,-Gracian;Ftloraman of 
Sardignia and Blandidon, who were all eſtœmen a dend per- 
fons, foz that Aliart had laiathem in ſuch z teunce, they were 
laid in another Galley, dabere their Neunds were viſited very

Then the Galleys departing from the City, the people be⸗ 

gan to lament excedingly,becauſe ſa many noble Pꝛinces were 

bzoncht into ſuch dangerous effates : pet durſt they not ſhew 
any kind of fear oz diſmaying, leaſt they ſhould chance to diC- 
pleaſe their friend the Sage Aliart. Within few dates the Gal⸗
